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Newbury Street is fine if you’re a well- 
known artist looking for a place to exhibit 
or a wealthy art patron looking for a place 
to spend money, but for the rest of us, it 
may be out of reach. So what does the art 
collector do if he or she doesn’t have at 
least $1000 to spend? 

The answer is to visit the West Canton 
Street Gallery. Tucked away in a 
basement apartment on West Canton 
Street in the South End, the gallery 
exhibits the works of South End residents 
who have found it difficult to break into 
the Newbury Street scene. The gallery, 
which offers a new exhibit each month, 
has so far shown watercolors and ink 
drawings by David Anderson, the mixed 
media works by Carol Bolsey, 


edited by Brenda Payton 


photographs by Shepard Ferguson and 
lithographs by David Thomas, to name 
just a few. 

The two-year-old gallery charges the 
artists a 10 percent commission from sales 
of their works. To avoid overhead costs, 
the artists hang their own shows and pay 
for their receptions. If you’re an artist 
living in the South End, you'll have to 
wait for space at the gallery — it’s already 
booked for a year. 

For art lovers, the gallery, set up in two 
spacious rooms, is unpretentious and 
intimate. And the works are priced from 
$30 to $300, so it might even be possible to 
take something home with you. If you’re 
leery of the quality of work, check out the 
gallery’s office, which is decorated with 
the personal collection of owner Ann 
Chepjian, who has purchased pieces from 
past shows. 


The exhibit is a two-woman show of. _ 
miniature tapestries by. Ruth Ginsberg- 
Place, who does very nice pieces with 
Japanese designs, and Carol Mecaani, 
whose landscapes are quite interesting. © 
My favorites are Ginsberg-Place’s . 
“Kimono #2”, depicting two storks, and 
her “Orange Nude’”’. Their exhibit will be 
featured through June 28. 

The Gallery invites you to come in and 
look around; admission is free. It’s an 
excellent antidote to the idea that you 
have to go to an expensive gallery or a 
large museum to see good art.

Short of a trip to Israel, you can’t come 
much closer to the Promised Land than 
Tamir Ltd., a new Israeli crafts import 
shop in Brookline. The shop, run by three 
women in love with Israel, is filled with 
beautiful and interesting things from 
their homeland, many of which are made 
by crafts cooperatives. 

Many of the jewelry items are 
decorated with traditional Yemenite 
designs and cultural symbols like the 
Middle Eastern good luck hand that 
reputedly wards off evil. The prices of 
silver rings decorated with eilat stone 
from King Solomon’s Mines range from $8 
to $35. 

Many items are a little more expensive, 
but may be perfect for gifts. The shop has 
beautiful carnelian bead and ornate silver 
necklaces for $45 and $75; interesting 
stone and tile mosaic boxes (very big in 
Israel) decorated with ancient designs and 
trays of inlaid olive wood. There are also 
many examples of glass blowing, a 
traditional Israeli craft that goes back to 
Biblical times. Hand-blown vases in 
historic designs cost from $12.50 to $16.50, 
and the most delicate, softly colored, 
hand-painted vases go for $14 to $16. 
There are also silver spice boxes used to 
usher out the Sabbath and mezuzahs, 
good luck charms, made from Jerusalem 
stone. 

The most striking of the shop’s wares 
are the clothes. They are on the expensive 
side — dresses range from $70 to $200, 
blouses are $30 — but they are so 
beautiful and different they are certainly 
worth the price. The clothes are made in 
colors, fabrics and designs not found in 
Western fashions, so you never have to 
worry about seeing someone else wearing 
“your” dress to a party (unless, perhaps, 
you go to a lot of Brookline parties). Many 
of the dresses are hand-embroidered; 
some come with legends explaining the 
significance of the design and the fabric.

The fat and the lean 


The Lawrence Welk Meal

Igo’s, 1821 Massachusetts Avenue, 
Cam bridge; telephone 547-3733; open 
daily 11:45 a.m. to approximately 10 
p.m.; full liquor service; all major 
credit cards accepted. 

Because I recently neglected an earlier 
vow to track down restaurants where folks 
can eat well at low cost (I’ve inclined 
lately towards the posh), a sign 
advertising complete dinners for $3.95 
outside of Igo’s, an old Cambridge haunt 
for the non-student population, lured me 
inside. Dinner for $3.95 is the equivalent 
of a free lunch in these emaciated times. 

The atmosphere at Igo’s reminds one 
somewhat of the Lawrence Welk Show, 
with its rich smattering of double-knitted 
diners and its upholstered rest room 
doors; it is not surprising, then, that the 
four $3.95 dinners we tried were not more 


’ memorable than the average polka. The

first course consists of a choice between a 
cup of onion soup whose soggy croutons 
and fresh onions could not disguise its 
lack of sophistication or the dubious 
origins of its stock and the soup du jour 
which, if it happens to be their chicken 
rice, should be avoided like the Square at 
rush hour, and which, if it is the cream of 
mushroom, was a pleasant although 
thinly textured surprise. The clam 
chowder, a la carte (.45), was sort of tasty 
if helped with some butter, but virtually 
devoid of pieces of clam. 

Of the 16 entrees, the most bizarre but 
by no means the worst is the breast of 
chicken.a la Maryland, a baked and 
boned breast girdled by bacon and served, 
if you like, with both a salty white sauce 
and a red spaghetti sauce. 
Monochromatically minded, we opted for 


the white and weren’t terribly 
disappointed. The broiled baby beef liver 
with smothered onions was also , 
acceptable, if simple. The liver was 
tender and nicely broiled, the portion 
ample. Of the crepe Brittany much less 
can safely be said; it is certainly not - 
something any chef should try on a 
limited budget. The shrimps were frozen 
and lacked vivacity and what flavor the 
crabmeat and scallops might have been 
allowed to impart was dulled by an 
overdose of bechamel, not particularly 
well-seasoned. The veal and eggplant 
combination parmigiana was filling but 
not good (though I’ve had much worse in 
exclusively Italian restaurants). 


To see what the kitchen could do with © 


larger resources, we tried one of the 
regular complete dinner offerings, the 
baked stuffed jumbo gulf shrimps ($5.95). 
As far as this particular item is concerned, 
the menu is as credible as a campaign 
speech, for the shrimp were not jumbo but 
three middle-sized crustaceans burdened 
with an indifferent bread stuffing. 

Stale is perhaps the only adjective to 
describe the basket of homemade rolls 
that follows the crackers and cheddar dip 
and precedes one’s salad, whose dressings, 
especially the roquefort, are pretty 
abominable. French fries here are cut 
large and were decent; vegetables are 
unimaginative and mostly canned. 

In all fairness, Igo’s has tried to offer a 
good deal. For $3.95 one could easily be 
served less starch, more inexpensive, 
simply prepared vegetables and plain 
wholesome entrees. However, Igo’s, like so 
many other American restaurants, has 
merely attempted to cook up a spectacle

So what if I’d been saving myself for 
him until he’d gone and married a 
divorcee from Scarsdale, or if he was 33? 
After all, I was 22, a geriatric case 
compared to the plethora of boppers. 
But there was another difference 
between myself and the throng: I had 
_come to hear a Beatle; they were 
Wingomaniacs, to whom the Beatles 
were a legendary memory. Nobody 
around me would know that his real 
name was James Paul McCartney, or 
that his mother died when he was five, 
or that he fell off his bicycle the first 
time he got on it because, left-handed, 
he tried to pedal backwards (so his 
father said). 

There was a sadness mixed with the 
deliquescent sweetness of this night. It 
was not that the reality paled before the

Global Shifts Revisited: In case any- 


one out there has forgotten about the only — 


in-house memo that the Boston Globe 
ever elected to share with its readers, al- 
low me, as they say, to refresh your mem- 
ory. On June 13,-1974, the paper printed 
an extensive and very official-sounding 
“new policy on columns and news ana- 
lyses,” signed by Editor Tom Winship. 
The new policy, coming as it did roughly 
two months after Bob Phelps arrived 
from the New York Times and believed, 
therefore, to have been primarily his do- 
ing, outlawed. the writing of opinion col- 
umns by reporters on the same subjects 
they had covered as news stories and stat- 
ed that all opinion columns would be 
shifted from “‘news pages” (such as pages 


one and three) to “non-news pages” (such 4 


as the Editorial and Op-Ed pages). 
Lately, however, at least the latter pro- 
nouncement seems. to have been either 
abandoned or forgotten. The Globe has 
been running opinion columns on page 


one frequently and the alternating Mike _ 


Barnicle and Alan Lupo columns, or- 
iginating on page three of the Evening 
Globe, have been reprinted on an inside 
news page in the morning. Nonetheless, 
the Globe contends its policy against such 
practices remains in force, sort of. As Sal 
Micciche, assistant to the editor for legal 
and personnel matters, explained it, the 
page one columns that appear under Jn 
This. Corner represent “a departure” from 
the rule but not an exception to it. “In 
This Corner is not a colum per se,” Mic- 
ciche explained, “It’s a forum for excep- 
tional writing of any sort.” And Barnicle’s 
and Lupo’s presences on news pages, Mic- 
ciche added, can be called “exceptions to 
a policy that generally remains in ef- 
fect.” 

Got that? 

If not, don’t worry about it too much, 
because the Globe’s entire line-up of 
columnists appears to be in a state of flux, 
as they say, anyway. Those, for example, 
who have been writing three columns a 


week (Barnicle, Jeremiah Murphy, Ian . 


Menzies and David Wilson) have been 
cut back to two. They will then join the 
rest of the paper’s proliferating pack of 
pundits, writing features for a new project 
to be called “The Way We Live.” 

Lost in the shuffle, unfortunately, will 
be the Globe’s two radical spokespersons, 
Michael Ansara and Howard Zinn, 
whose alternating weekly Op-Ed col- 
umns have been dropped as regular fea- 
tures. Editorial Page Editor Anne Wy- 
man explained that both Ansara and 
Zinn have been encouraged to continue to 
submit pieces for consideration. but that 
the point behind all this is to develop a 
more flexible, less predictable Op-Ed 
page format. 

Untouched by the cutbacks are the 
political columnists, Bob Healy, Carol 
Surkin and Dave Farrell, whose pun- 
ditry continues to proliferate unchecked. 
(Last Thursday, for example, Farrell de- 
-voted his space to an almost verbatim re- 
production of a pro-airport speech given 
at Anthony’s Pier Four, Farrell’s con- 
stant hangout, by Crocker Snow, dir- 
ector of. the state Aeronautics Commis- 
sion. This only days after the paper had 
run a photo of Snow accepting an award 
at that same luncheon. Crocker Snow 
Jr. is assistant to the publisher of the 
Globe.) : 

Ironically, however, the one Globe po- 
litical writer who, for still unexplained 
reasons, was never affected by the paper’s 
policy of prohibiting columnizing by beat 
reporters has now voluntarily dropped his 
thrice-a-week syndicated column. Mar- 
tin Nolan, Globe Washington Bureau 
chief, could have signed up for another 
five years’ worth of syndication (the col- 
umn ran, Nolan remarked, “in 20 id- 
iosyncratic newspapers from coast to al- 
most coast’’), but decided against it, say- 

_ ing he wants to get back strictly to re- 
porting and analyses. “I just got tired of 
telling people what should be done,” 
Nolan said. “I would rather die than be- 
come pompous, and in this town the only 
way to avoid that is to just get off the pul- 
pit.”

Elsewhere Around the Globe: Jack

Gilbert & Sullivan performances as much 
as he did seems to have been the last 
straw for several staffers in the badly de- 
moralized Globe arts section. At least 
three arts writers were so incensed at 
Thomas for having singled out Globe 
Music Critic Michael Steinberg for ridi- 
cule that they fired off angry memos in all 
directions. (One, Steinberg’s memo to 
Thomas, is rumored to have begun, 
“Jack, what is this shit?’’) 

Their basic complaint, which Thomas 
couldn’t have known but which his edi- 
tor, Gerry D’Alfonso, must have, was 
that the published Mikado review that 
-Thomas chose to take apart in public bore 
little resemblance to the review Stein- 
berg had written. It had, in fact, been cut 
by more than half by an editor and the 
very line that Thomas chose to quote as 
an example of Steinberg’s bad writing and 
tone had been mangled in the process. 

D’Alfonso should have known that be- 
cause for the last several weeks he has 


* been serving both as Living Pages editor 


and as neophyte Arts Editor — and his 
no-nonsense attempts to instill both dis- 
cipline and a touch or two of populism 
into what has been considered an elitist 
and self-indulgent arts page are what got 
the arts writers so ticked off. The two 
main complaints about D’Alfonso are that 
he runs things like a Marine drill instruc- 
tor and that he doesn’t know a damn 
thing about the arts.

The MBTA recently donated free 
advertising space inside subway cars for 
placards advertising a booklet that 
extols the virtues of capitalism. The 
placards are part of a larger campaign 
by the Advertising Council aimed at 
defending the “free enterprise system” 
against its critics. 

Predictably, members of the 
Democratic Socialist Organizing 
Committee — a group spawned from 
remnants of the old Socialist Party of 
Eugene V. Debs and Norman Thomas — 
aren't about to give the ad campaign 
high Marx. “‘We feel that as a public 
agency the MBTA is obligated to give an 
equal amount of space to each side of the 
question,” they wrote to MBTA 
chairman Robert Kiley last week. “We 
therefore request . . . . advertising space 
of equal value and prominence . . . so 
that we may argue the case for’ 
democratic socialism’s superiority over 
capitalism.” 

In response to a query from the 
Phoenix, MBTA spokesman Ken 
Campbell said Kiley ‘will respond” to 
the DSOC letter but only after he 
“consults with our legal advisers.” 


Up against the wall,

A huge new graffito on the back wall 

of the Sallinger’s store in Central 

- Square, Cambridge, attests to the 
persistent influence of the Weather 
Underground Organization (formerly 
and chauvinistically called 
Weatherman) in the Boston area. The 
spray-painted. message, bearing the 
rainbow-and-lightning-bolt symbol of 
the bombs-and-bombast cadre, reads: 
“The only one who voted for Ford was 
Nixon. Wake up Amerikkka.” It is not

Page said that when he submits 
construction plans to the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority in two weeks 
or so, he will seek permission for a 14- 
story structure rather than a 21-story 
skyscraper. 

It remains to be seen whether East 
Boston residents who have opposed 
Page’s plan for seven years — claiming 
that increased traffic, noise and 
congestion would offset any benefits to 
be derived — will be sufficiently 
mollified by Page’s new proposal. Page, 
who owns the Wakefield Colonial 
Hilton, obtained BRA approval for the 
21-story building in 1969 but postponed 
development after he purchased the 
Hilton Hotel at Logan instead. Last 
year, he sold the Logan Hilton to the 
parent chain and now wants to move 
ahead on his own East Boston hotel. 

Page’s original BRA approval lapsed 
several years ago but was extended by 
the authority last May, despite 
community objections.

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Senate President Harrington has forcefully filled the 
leadership vacuum created by a passive Dukakis

“I think the kingly instinct was always 
there. But he never had a kingdom to 
claim. The vacuum of power gave him the 
opportunity to manifest his expansionist 

attitude.” 

—Jack Flannery, chief secretary 
to former Gov. Francis Sargent, on 
Senate President Kevin Harrington. 


Kevin Harrington’s reign began in 
January, 1971, when Massachusetts Senate 
members chose him over James “Blackie” 
Burke to succeed Maurice “Mo” Dona- 
hue as their president. He was president, 
yet he reigned over the Senate as no presi- 
dent in recent memory ever had. And 
now, with Governor Michael Dukakis 
licking his wounds and trying to get his 
act together, Harrington, more by cir- 
cumstance than design, has emerged as 
the most powerful person in the state gov- 
ernment. 

When Harrington became Senate presi- 
dent, he presided over a chamber in 
eclipse. Donahue and his predecessor, 
John E. Powers, had used the presidency 
as a springboard for more ambitious poli- 
tical achievements — quite unsuccess- 
fully in both cases. And by the time Har- 
rington assumed control of the Senate, 
two skilled politicians, Sargent and David 
Bartley, were firmly ensconced as gover- 
nor and House speaker. 

The new president, 42-year-old ne- 
phew and idolizer of the legendary North 
Shore political figure, Joe Harrington, de- 
termined to reverse the decline. In his in- 
augural speech he spoke of restoring the 
body’s “historic beauty and proud heri- 
tage.” 

The Senate had to be restored to re- 
spectability. It was a necessary step in a 
procession of events Harrington had en- 
visioned years before. ‘“My goal has been 
singular from the beginning,” he said one 
morning last week. “‘To get into leader- 
ship, become president of the Massachu- 
setts Senate, establish a reputation not as 
someone who is beloved by all, and not 
someone who is Prince Charming, but 
someone who is ultimately respected. 
About whom they say, well, we disagree 
with the guy, but he doesn’t lie and he 
keeps his word and he may make mis- 
takes, but they’re honest mistakes, pro- 
ducing discernible leadership, giving di- 
rection.” 

As he speaks, he is sitting in a plush 
blue armchair in the center of his office, a 
showcase of extravagant good taste, 
scaled in every way to the size of its pres- 
ent occupant and his ultimate self-image.* 
“Putting it another way,” he continued 
after a pause, “I would like to go down as 
one of the greatest presidents in the his- 
tory of the Massachusetts Senate, one of 
the great legislative leaders. That has al- 
ways been my goal.” 

Of course, a great leader needs a great 
Senate. And, as a first step, the new presi- 
dent set about creating the appropriate 
environment. Like his own office, the Se- 
nate chamber and the offices of its mem- 
bers were renovated and made more at- 
tractive. But poor judgments, inexper- 
ience and clumsiness compromised much 
of the effort. The expense of the renova- 
tion, reportedly as much as $50,000 for 

i n’s office alone, drew criticism. 
A payroll ballooning with one-time sena- 
tors and some hangers-on brought em- 
barrassment. 

The nadir was reached in the Joe Ward 
affair. A veteran senator from Fitchburg, 
Ward was defeated by a young Republi- 
can in 1972 in a close race. Harrington 
named Ward special counsel to the Se-

nate president at a.salary of $31,250 a 
year. Harrington says he took the step to 
avoid a divisive floor fight that Ward had 
threatened over the seating of his succes- 
sor. But to the press and public, it looked 
like the worst kind of cronyism. After 
weeks on intense pressure, Harrington ca- 
pitulated and fired Ward, admitting 
“that I have been in error in the appoint- 
ment.” 

The episode hurt the Senate’s reputa- 
tion and Harrington’s. And surely it was 
difficult for him to admit as he did that 
“‘apparently it has done a disservice to my 
party.” But ironically, it also helped 
solidify his control over the body. “The 
people in the Senate understood if they 
needed help, I would go the last mea- 
sured mile with them, as I did with Joe 
Ward,” he says. If his reputation suf- 
fered, his power within the Senate did 
not. 


The passive governor 

Two years later, in 1975, a series of 
events conspired to give Harrington a 
chance to transcend his role as Senate 
president and become leader of the state 
government. Indeed, he would be given 
little choice. First Sargent was defeated. 
Any new governor is likely to start off 
slowly, feeling his way. But Dukakis es- 
chewed the power inherent in the office. 
He refused to twist arms in the legisla- 
ture as a.means of getting his programs 
through. Neither would he use the carrot 
of patronage nor the bludgeon of televi- 
sion. His style was passive. The initiative 
passed to the legislature. 

Despite a mounting fiscal crisis, Duka- 
kis hesitated throughout the winter and 


spring to submit a budget or tax hike that 
was inevitable. Legislative support eva- 
porated. His attack on social services cost 
him the liberals. His disdain for tradi- 
tional power politics cost him the regu- 
lars. Having refused to use the tools of po- 
wer and having failed to win a loyal con- 
stituency, he had, by mid-year, as Rep. 
Barney Frank put it, “become irrelevant. 
Michael has reduced the power of the 
governor to the formal legal powers. He 
can submit. He can veto. He can ap- 
point. But he cannot influence.” 

As the fiscal crisis deepened during the 
summer, there was another dramatic 
development. Bartley left the legislature 
to become a state college president, 
turning control of the House over to his 
lieutenant and Harrington’s close friend, 
Tom McGee of Lynn. Confident but in- 
experienced, McGee deferred to Harring- 
ton. The initiative, which had shifted 
from the executive to the legislature, now 
shifted again, this time to the president of 
the Senate. But would Harrington seize 
it? 

A number of special interest lobbyists, 
civil libertarians, prison reformers and 
business leaders, fearful of continued 
drift, beat a path to his door. They urged 
Harrington to assume control. One lobby- 
ist, representing a liberal special interest 
group, says, “We went to see Kevin Har- 
rington separately and asked him, plea- 
ded with him, to fill the void. At the time 
his response was: ‘It’s very difficult for a 
‘legislative leader to do that. It’s unna- 
tur. e 

Harrington, moreover, had been plan- 
ning to follow Bartley’s lead onto a state 
college campus. But he gave tLat idea up. 


“When I started high school, I grew from 
not being the tallest kid who graduated 
from the fifth grade to someone who at- 
tained extraordinary and unique height. 
Especially in those days. All of this is 
tied in in a psychological sense. I grew 
up with an adolescent’s sensitivities 
heightened by extraordinary growth. So 
by the time I graduated high school, I 
was someone who stood about 6-9, skin- 
ny, and someone who carried that sen- 
sitivity with him for many, many years, 
and I suppose there are vestiges of that 
still today. I never had the opportunity 
to view myself as being a Cary Grant or 
anyone who possessed any great phys- 
ical allure to anyone. 

“Secondly, I grew up in a family that 
had produced one of the more brilliant 
performers in Massachusetts history: 
Joe Harrington, who was a brilliant af- 
ter dinner speaker, humorist, a man of 
great vision. The only one who comes 
close to him is his son, Michael, the con- 
gressman, who in my judgment does not 
possess the vision of his father. I sup- 
pose athletics saved me, in the sense 
that it produced for me a university 
education since I went to St. Louis U. on 
a basketball scholarship. And the ath- 
letic experience helped subdue the ex- 
tra sensitivities of being 6-9 in a 5-9 
world. But I kept with me the realiza- 
tion that I don’t possess the Pepsodent 
smile or the flowing locks of the more 
photogenic. And I realized — it was 
brought to my attention early — that I 
did not possess the wit and brilliance of 
a Joe Harrington. So that when I was at- 
tracted to public life, I had the belief 


and realization that I was not going to be

vious to the naked eye, I would try to 


‘haps I could lead. Perhaps I could move. 


a Hollywood star or someone who could 
still an audience by his oratorical bril- 
liance. 

“If I was going to succeed, I was going 
to have to succeed — for lack of a better 
word — on respect. I was going to have 
to perform with whatever experience, 
knowledge and information I had gath- 
ered. And I would have to add to that 
other dimensions: loyalty, hard work, 
thorough knowledge of the situation, at 
least more knowledge than anyone else 
had, and try to understand the other 
public figure, and try to look at that in- 
dividual as I wouid hope that individ- 
ual might have been able to look at me. 
Which is a different way of saying that I 
realized that to some people a 6-9, 240- 
pound individual might come on to 
some people as an overpowering pres- 
ence, but that I realized that I was in 
psyche still the same super-sensitive, 
post-adolescent individual. And that if 
I’d had that experience, perhaps some- 
one who was fat, heavy, someone who 
was bald, someone who had a stammer, 
or someone who had another particular 
problem, or no problem that was ob- 


find out by probing what the indiv- 
idual’s made of. Trying to understand 
what the individual was, where he came 
from. And if I could do that, coupled

‘‘Whether it was these reasons, a com- 
bination of these reasons, or reasons I 
don’t know myself, it has brought me, 
along with luck and the help of a num- 
ber of people, to the position of Senate 
president.” 


And once having decided to stay on, the 
initiative was literally forced upon him. 


The catalyst 

When Dukakis finally filed his budget, 
it called for almost $800 million in new 
taxes. It could not be passed. He would 
not change it. The legislative leadership, 
as a result, rewrote the budget and tax 
bills — reducing both considerably. In so 
doing, they made social policy — de- 
ciding which programs stay, which go, 
which hospitals remain open, which close 
— that previously had been reserved for 
the executive. 

But it was the final showdown over the 
budget-tax package in the legislature that 
provided the catalyst for Harrington’s 
transformation from Senate president to 
state leader. 

Despite the reductions, lawmakers re- 
sisted voting for a bill that cut services 
and raised taxes at the same time. But in 
October state government leaders were 
warned that the failure to enact a bud- 
get-tax plan immediately could lead to 
default, collapse or disaster. 

One version was jammed through the 
House. In a four-hour caucus of Senate 
Democrats, Harrington explained the cri- 
sis. While they believed the situation dire, 
a majority also said they would not vote 
for the bill on a roll call. Their fear, of 
course, was constituent reaction to a re- 
corded vote to cut services and raise taxes 
at the same time. It was anathema to 
them. Finally, Harrington hatched a 
— to approve the bill without a roll 
call. 

The Republicans would try to force a 
recorded vote. But one-fifth of the mem- 
bers in the chamber must demand one — 
and in a 40-member body, there were only 
seven Republicans. Thus, if Harrington 
could keep the Democrats in the cham- 
ber, a roll call could be avoided and Har- 
rington would be able to gavel the bill 
through on a voice. vote. “All in favor 
‘aye’; all opposed ‘no’; the ‘ayes’ have it.” 
Harrington would be the heavy and take 
respnsibility for approval of the bill. 

However, a hitch occurred. Late in the 
all-night session, a number of Democrats 
wandered off, leaving. the Republicans 
with sufficient force to compell a roll call. 
True to their word in the caucus, enough 
Democrats joined the Republicans to re- 
ject the entire budget-tax package. — 

Harrington remained cool. He gathered 
the absent Democrats. And with the Re- 
publicans now unable to force a roll call, 
he won voice-vote reconsideration of the 
previous action and then gaveled-his ver- 
sion of the bill through on a voice vote. 

“This has to be the first time in the his- 
tory of democracy that a bill opposed by 
the majority will become law,” com- 
plained one Republican leader. Another 
called it “anarchy, not democracy.” 

Harrington called it “an extraordinary 
procedure. Maybe the tactics were harsh. 
Maybe the tactics were unreasonable. But 
we violated no rule. We violated no con- 
stitutional provision. The responsibility 
thrust upon us at times is a heavy and 
ugly responsibility. In my judgment, we 
had to have this budget. Otherwise disas- 
ter would have resulted.” 


Called dictator 
Editorials castigated Harrington. They 
called him a dictator. And when the 
governor’s office, reporting in good faith 
but relying on outdated information, said 
Harrington had overstated the magni- 
tude of the problem, they called him a 
charlatan.

Politics make strange bedper- 
sons, and so do women’s issues. 
In 1972, the Democratic Party 
got women to the convention in 
record numbers by requiring 
that delegations be evenly di- 
vided between males and fe- 
males. This year, the party 
switched to a non-binding af- 
firmative action program which 
requires only good faith efforts. 
The results nation-wide have 
been discouraging, both be- 
cause of the limited efforts of 
women to organize and because 
of the re-emergence of tradi- 
tional roadblocks to female par- 
ticipation. 

The itregular impact ‘of affir- 
mative action is dramatically 
demonstrated by the Massachu- 
setts Wallace delegation, and the 
stories of how Leslie Fish and Le- 
titia Angelone came to be in- 
cluded among those who will go 
to New York in July. 

Although the Wallace organi- 
zation initially complied with 
the party’s plan to have 50 per- 
cent of the candidate’s delegate 
slates coming from each con- 
gressional district be female, the 
organization ranked the dele- 
gates on each slate in such a way 
that the men were all at the tops 
of the lists. When delegates were 
apportioned on the basis of 
Wallace’s vote in the March 2 
primary, 16 Wallace men won 
delegate spots, and only one 
woman succeeded 

Afraid of-an embarrassing cre- 
dentials challenge on the con- 
vention floor, Massachusetts 
Democratic Party Chairman 
Charles Flaherty and Affirma- 
tive Action Director Jerome 
Grossman urged that, when the 
Wallace organization submitted 
a list of recommended names to 
be considered by the State Com- 
mittee on June 5 for at-large 
delegate positions, it include 
only women. Solely by doing 
this, they felt, would the Wallace 
delegation be in compliance with 
the intent of the party’s new 
rules. 

One beneficiary of the state 
committee’s pressure was Leslie 
Fish, 22, .of Chestnut Hill. To- 
tally apolitical, Fish was sent by 
her Kelly Girl employers as a 
temporary secretary to the 
Wallace organization in mid- 
January. After just a few days, 
she was hired by the campaign to 
be their full-time secretary. 
What started out as just another 
job became for Fish “an unbe- 
lievable experience. 

“T began to fall into it after a 
couple of weeks,” she said, add- | 
ing that by the time the primary" 
rolled around she was a real sup- 


porter, volunteering extra time © 


on evenings and weekends. 

Although Fish feels that her 
commitment to Wallace would 
have earned her a place on the 
list of recommended delegates 
regardless of affirmative action, 
she agrees she would not be go- 
ing to New York as a delegate 
were it not for the pressures to 
send more women. 

Ironically, Fish’s views on 
such issues as the Equal Rights 
Amendment and abortion do not 
coincide with those of most 
Wallace supporters. During the 
campaign, she says, she never 
discussed these matters with the 
Wallace campaign staff but says 
she is a firm believer in the ERA 
and would vote the issue, not the 
Wallace line. 

If Fish fell into the delegation 
because of affirmative action, 
long-time Wallace worker Le- 
titia Angelone of Newton had to 
battle hard to secure what she 
believed to be her rightful place 
there. Secretary of the 1972 


Massachusetts Wallace move- 
ment, Angelone ran as an In- 
dependent against State Repre- 
sentative Lois Pines in 1974 in 
order to bring the Wallace mes- 
sage to the people of Newton. 
When it became clear that Wal- 
lace would: run in 1976 as a 
Democrat, she too-became a 


Democrat. She says she would. 


have switched back if Wallace 
had decided to run as a third- 


party candidate. She ran again 


and lost last March, when she 
challenged veteran party work- 
horse Betty Taymor for Demo- 
cratic State Committeewoman 
from Newton and Brookline. 
Never taken seriously by the 
liberal Democratic establish- 


ment in those two suburbs, An-. 


gelone braved their indifference 


and superciliousness to advance | 
her candidate’s cause. Her list of | 


statewide contacts, started in 
1972, helped form the base of 
Wallace’s 1976 Massachusetts 
campaign. Angelone became co- 
ordinator of the fourth congres- 
sional district and gave parties, 
organized rallies, made phone 
calls and sent out mailings. 
When the district caucus was 
held in February, she says she 
was the top vote-getter. But 
when the Wallace organization 
ranked the members of the slate, 
a man was put at the top. After 
she protested, she was assured 
that she would become one of the 
organization’s choices for the at- 
large slate, to be selected by the 
state committee on June 5. An- 
gelone felt Wallace’s strength 
would guarantee him one dele- 
gate from the fourth district and 
believed she had earned the right 
to be that delegate. Further, she 
felt she did not want to have to 


take her chances with the party — 


establishment. 

During the ensuing weeks, she 
sought to verify that she was on 
the at-large list. Despite the 
verbal commitment from the 
men running the Massachusetts 
Wallace organization, Angelone 
was uneasy and wrote letters to 
the Wallace organization in Al- 
abama. They went unanswered, 
so she turned for help to the 
party regulars in Massachusetts 
and, in particular, to the two 
women whom she had run 
against. 

Following a luncheon meeting 
with Pines in which Angelone in- 
dicated she wouldn’t run against 
Pines for state representative 
this year, Pines ascertained that 


Angelone was not even on the. 


Wallace at-large list submitted 
to the state committee. The 
Newton representative recom- 
mended people for Angelone to 
call and gave her some advice on 
how to lobby the state commit- 
tee. Betty Taymor, a member of 
the state committee, lobbied 
other members on Angelone’s be- 
half. 

“Betty was really getting rail- 
roaded,”’ said Taymor. “I was 
proud that I had the opportun- 
ity to show her and other women 
that this is how we help our- 
selves.” 

“There is no more dramatic 
instance,’’ said Pines, ‘‘than 
when someone runs against you 
and then you turn around and 
help her. But one of my main 
reasons for running for the legis- 
lature was to help further the 
rights of women.” 

Angelone is appreciative of the 
efforts of Pines and Taymor, in- 
dicating that the issue of dis- 
crimination against women cuts 
across political ideology. ‘““Men 
still dominate politics,” she said. 
“They let the women do all the 
footwork and then they step in 
and take the credit.” (Her com- 
ment is echoed by other women

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Chinatown: A minister vs. the merchants | 


Did defiance of the power structure doom elderly 


by Robert Pomerene 

An age-old bitterness be- 
tween the Chinese peasantry and 
ruling class, manifested today in 
a feud between two groups in 
Boston’s Chinatown, has led to 
the demise of an elderly housing 
project that Chinatown badly 
needed. 

The dispute is rooted in the 
culture of China. For centuries, 
Mandarin was the language of 
the educated and the ruling 
elite, while hundreds of differ- 
ent dialects were used by the 
population at large. Then, when 
Mao Tse-tung’s government took 
power, it designated Mandarin 
the universal language in an at- 
tempt to promote national unity. 

For the peasants of southern 
China Mandarin was not a na- 
tional language but an alien 
tongue. Their descendants in 
Boston, most of whom speak the 
Cantonese subdialect of 
Toisanese, still resent those who 
were educated to speak Manda- 
rin. This feeling, coupled with an 
equally deep-seated resentment 
of what they consider Mandarin 
elitism, lies at the heart of the re- 
cent housing controversy. 

It all began seven years ago 
when the Chinese Christian 
Church decided to do something 
about the lack of adequate 
housing for the elderly in China- 
town. As the plans evolved, the 
Church’s 72-year old founder, 
Rev. Dr. Peter Shih, formed a 
partnership with contractor Mel 
Barkan to construct 99 apart- 
ments on what has been the 
church site in the heart of China- 
town for 25 years. In the mean- 
time, Shih began looking for new 
quarters, and, last year, the 
church moved to Brookline. 

Because the church site on

Harvard Street between Hud- 
son and Tyler is small and is lo- 
cated next to the Southeast Ex- 
pressway, the developers ran 
into significant engineering and 
environmental problems, but 
had ironed them all out by last 
fall. Anticipating final approval] 
of the federally subsidized pro- 
ject, they were ready to break 
ground this July. 

What Shih and Barkan snaies 
estimated was the strenuous and 
ultimately successful opposition 
to the project from the presti- 
gious and powerful Chinese Con- 
solidated Benevolent Associ- 
ation (CCBA). On paper an 
“umbrella organization” that re- 
presents all of New England’s 
Chinese, the CCBA is actually 
controlled by Chinatown’s most 
prominent and successful mer- 
chants. 

The CCBA’s opposition to the 
church’s* housing proposal has 
been festering since the plan was 
first announced in 1969. The 
consensus in Chinatown is that 
the underlying cause of the 
trouble is a long-standing feud 


between Rev. Shih and the mer- 


chants’ group. 

Rev. Shih recalls that his rela- 
tions with Chinatown’s leaders 
have been stormy from the be- 
ginning. He came to Boston in 
1947 from western China, where 
he had been dean of the Union 
Theological Seminary in Cheng- 
tu. Shih attributes his problems 
to several factors: he speaks 
Mandarin, he thinks the .other 
Chinese should speak Mandarin 
and he disapproves of the illegal 
gambling establishments in 
Chinatown — and he has said all 
of these things publicly. 

Rev. Shih is a proud man — 
some would say tactless. One 
person close to the CCBA said he 
had heard Shih call the Boston 
Chinese ‘“‘stupid” in public, 


I 
‘Mandarin is the national lan- 
guage and Cantonese is one of 
hundreds of dialects.” I heard 
about this the next day — that 
people were offended — and I 
think that’s where the idea came 
from that I called them stupid or 
inferior.” 

Shih has aed. spoken out 
against gambling establish- 
ments allegedly run by certain 
prominent merchants — estab- 
lishments whose existence is 
freely admitted by people in 
Chinatown and generally accep- 
ted with the same insouciance 
accorded the local bookie in 
other neighborhoods. But Shih’s 
refusal to accept them pits him’ 
against the merchants. When 
he’d been in Boston only three 
months, he recalled, he was sum- 


-moned to the home of the most 


influential man «n Chinatown, 
the national president of the 
Chinese Merchants Association. 
“T won’t say his name,” said 
Shih, “because he still has 
family around, but he called me 
in and scolded me as a father 
would a child. He said it was 
very dangerous for me to be 
speaking out against gambling. 
But I would not agree to stop. I 
didn’t respond to him at all, but 
just walked out of his house.” 
Years later, Shih decided to 
become a businessman and as-. 
sist some of Boston’s approxi- 
mately 2000 Chinese elderly, 
many of whom live in tiny, 
, dilapidated apartments and can-

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Jimmy Carter's State brain trust 


They're explaining economics to the man Scare would be President

John Bowles IV, an invest- 
ment banker with the New York- 
based Kidder, Peabody and Com- 
pany; welcomed the period of 
immobile convalescence when he 
broke his hip in January of 1975. 
It was a meditative respite from 
his business chores at the firm. 
Bowles and his wife spent many 
hours analyzing their relation- 
ship, but they also talked “about 
the country in general,” he says. 
Although Bowles was born into 
an intensely political family — 
his cousin was the late Secre- 
tary of State Chester Bowles — 
he had never joined the fray. His 
wife had campaigned vigorously 
for a friend running for the New 
York city council several years 
ago, but it was a doomed effort. 
That was the sum total of their 
involvement. “We had no poli- 
tical experience,” he admitted, 
but he was determined to rem- 
edy that failing, The Bicenten- 
nial presidential campaign 
seemed a natural initiation to 
him. 

“My wife and I decided the 
real work would be done in 
1975,” Bowles says. He had at 
least a notion of the complex and 
lengthy planning required by a 
serious presidential contender. 
Yet Bowles had no grandiose im- 
age of himself as an insider: 
“What we had in mind was lick- 
ing a few envelopes.” A class- 
mate of Bowles at Brown Uni- 
versity, Michael Trotter, now an 
Atlanta attorney, told him for- 
mer Georgia Governor Jimmy 
Carter was running for the pres- 
idency. Trotter knew Carter fair- 
ly well since one of his law part- 
ners was an adviser to the can- 
didate. Within a month of his ac- 
cident, Bowles met with Carter 
and committed himself to work 
for Carter’s victory by “raising

cial. community.”” What most 
impressed Bowles was “the keen- 
ness of Carter’s mind.” 

_A few weeks after his first 
meeting with Carter, Bowles saw 
him again in Chicago where the 
candidate was trying to pick up 
early support; Bowles was mere- 
ly in town on business. The ban- 
ker introduced the peripatetic 
campaigner to an old friend of 
his, Dr. Leroy Pech, then head of 
the Michael Reece Medical Cen- 
ter, in order to discuss medical 
policy. “‘My friend told me there 
weren’t a handful of politicians 
who had read and understoed a 
certain key medical report,” 
Bowles says. After that encoun- 
ter, Bowles and Carter met fre- 
quently. Soon the Wall Street 
Yankee was calling the Georgia 
peanut farmer “Jimmy.” Their 
affinity seemed natural to Bow- 
les, despite contrasting accents. 
According to Bowles, Carter is “‘a 


el Bowles also applies to himself 
and his wife. 

Although the national media 
didn’t grant Carter much chance 
in the upcoming race, courtesy 
obliged them to query him on his 
views. In May 1975, Business 
Week asked Carter to name his 
economic advisers; Carter con- 
fessed he had none. Bowles had 
accompanied Carter on the in- 
terview and the next week Car- 
ter called him and said “he wan- 
ted to see some economists.” 
Bowles says, ““There was a tacit 
understanding that he wanted 
some more help on this. So 1 kind 
of volunteered on an informal 
basis to recruit a group toge- 
ther.” 

The foremost criterion in the 
selection of Carter’s economic 
task force was “technical cap- 
ability,” according to Bowles. 
“The individuals should have 
absolutely eminent positions and 


should be capable of conceiving 
of policy initidtives when the 
time comes that would be Car- 
ter policies,” he elaborated. 
“And when they meet Carter 
they should have the right kind 
of chemistry.”” Diversity was al- 
so a factor: “If Carter wanted to 
get ideological responses there 
must be people from the left, 
right and center.” 
Assembling such a group was 
an important task for someone 
who had never participated in a 
political campaign. Bowles soun- 
ded out distant relatives, bus- 
iness associates and economist 
friends for suggestions. Sam 
Bowles, a Marxist economist at 
the University of Massachusetts 
at Amherst, was approached by 
his cousin John last May. “I'd 
never met John before last sum- 
mer,”’ Sam says. “I couldn’t un- 
derstand why this guy who had a 
lot of important money to make 
would be involved with Jimmy 
Carter.”’ John attempted to re- 
cruit Sam into the Carter camp, 
despite his unorthodox views. 
“At that point Carter was sold 
by John as a populist.” Sam 
tried to disabuse his politically 
neophyte cousin of any illusions 
of achieving change through lib- 
eral politics. John was uncon- 
vinced and Sam was not re- 
‘cruited. “It was one of those very 
casual conversations,’’ Sam re- 
calls. Although he disagreed 
with his banker cousin, the rad- 
ical economist “reeled off names 
of people in public policy who 
are moderately progressive — 20 
or 30 people. I forget now who I 
suggested.” From lists like this 
John Bowles sifted for the prop- 
erly-credentialed economists. 
Eventually the group was 
chosen. In a sense, many of the 
Carter economists chose them- 
selves. Some were impressed by

centers, some hopped on the 
bandwagon after convincing 
themselves Carter was the win- 
ner (and that they had been with 
losers once too often), and others 
who never were part of a na- 
tional administration saw this as 
their chance to test “pet solu- 
tions,” in John Bowles’. phrase. 
For professional intellectuals, af- 
ter all, ideas are property; work- 
ing for a potential President is an 
investment. 

If the group can be said to 
have a left wing, Lester Thurow, 
professor of economics at MIT, is 
it. Thurow is a veteran reformer 
whose specialty is prescribing 
cures for the inequitable dis- 
tribution of wealth. Author of a 
recently published book on the 
subject, Generating Inequality, 
Thurow is identified with tax re- 
forms that would shift the bur- 
den of taxation onto the very 
wealthy. He doesn’t expect Car- 
ter to adopt his precise formula- 
tions but this doesn’t dismay 
him. He joined the campaign — 
or more exactly, the govern- 
ment-in-waiting — because he 
feels that Carter can win. ‘“Ud- 
all is closer to my personal pre- 
ferences but without connec- 
tions how can you win?” he 
shrugged. 

Thurow has been intimate 
with liberal catastrophes. He 
was the co-author of George Mc- 
Govern’s guaranteed income 
proposal which stirred contro- 
versy in 1972 and left the candi- 
date with a credibility problem 
when he couldn’t adequately ex- 
plain the innovative measure to 
a skeptical public. The last thing 
Thurow wants is to see history 
repeat itself — the McGovern 
experience was both tragedy and 
farce.

“I told Jimmy Carter that the 
McGovern campaign was too 
specific on too many issues,” 
Thurow said emphatically. 
When the MIT economist met 
Carter he was not a follower. 
Carter was seeking advice on 
“what went wrong with the Mc- 
Govern campaign,’’ Thurow 
said. He warned the Georgian, 
“Don’t get trapped into being 
overly specific on issues you 
haven’t picked.’’ Apparently 
Carter was hearing this message 
from many of his new contacts. 
It was advice he heeded. 

Jimmy Carter recognizes the 
power of the presidency in the 
campaign, Thurow explained. 
While a challenger is considered 
by the press as the only author- 
itative source on his own views, a 
president can send inquiring re- 
porters off to any minor bureau- 
crat’s office to hear what his pol- 
icy happens to be. In this way 
the President is protected from 
his ignorance of detail. A candi- 
date, unless he carefully chooses 
‘and controls his issues, is not 
similarly shielded. Thurow says, 
“You can’t keep everything in 
your head.” 

Thurow regards Carter as a 
realistic liberal, which is what 
attracts him at this political mo- 
ment. Thurow’s pragmatism has 
overcome his spontaneous in- 
clination to back a purer liberal 
like Udall. Perhaps symbolic of 
his stance, Thurow’s Earth 
Shoes are polished. On the issue 
that most concerns him, full em- 
ployment, the economist thinks 


the candidate is ‘“convinceable.” 


Thurow describes the future 
President Carter proposing new 
programs, cutting back other 
programs, cutting some expen- 
ditures and raising others in an 


effort to discover an efficient cal~ 
culus for‘running a near-full em- 
ployment economy. Whether 
that can be accomplished is an- 
other question. Full employ- 
ment means different percen- 
tage points to different candi- 
dates. To Jimmy Carter it means 
a respectably liberal four 
percent unemployment. Yet 
his talk of pruning the govern- 
ment bureaucracy implies lay- 
offs and the contractions asso- 
ciated with the cult of lowered 
expectations practiced by such 
brave new fiscal conservatives as 
Michael Dukakis and Jerry 

Brown. “I think that there are 

likely to be cutbacks regardless 

of who is elected President,” 

Thurow states. ““The key thing is 

thinking about what’s necessary 

to get to full employment. And 

that will require some expendi- 

tures.” 

If Carter engages in the econ- 
omics of lowered expectations, 
Thurow argues, it will be part of 
an almost dialectical effort to 
create conditions of raised ex- 
pectations. Carter’s crowd be- 
lieves their man possesses more 
finesse than Dukakis and more 
substance than Brown. “In 
terms of domestic economic pol- 
icies this election may be a 
chance to get off dead center,” 
Thurow claims. “The Great So- 
ciety wasn’t selective enough in 
dealing with problems and pro- 
grams. In that sense, I think Car- 
ter is both liberal and smart. 
That’s why the job issue is so big. 
If in four years the unemploy- 
ment rate is significantly lower, I 
would call that a successful ad- 
ministration. I think he’ll pro- 
ceed in that direction.” The 
catch is that success may re- 
quire temporary painful adjust- 
ments. In the end, however, 
Thurow feels the political clim- 
ate will have been changed. ‘“‘Ex- 
pectations need to be raised,” he 
says. ““We should refuse to toler- 
ate a government that doesn’t 


keep everyone employed.” ~ 
Caroline Shaw Bell, a Welles- 


ley College economist who also _ 


serves on the Carter task force, 
has a slightly different concep- 
tion of what the Carter pres- 
idency will look like. Although 
she agrees with Thurow that 
“the most important problem is 
unemployment,” she adds, “I 
don’t think Carter is going to say 
we're going to have full employ- 
ment. Because the only way to 
do that is to increase govern- 
ment spending at a rate Con- 
gress would not pass.” Bell has 
asked Carter if he “minds get- 
ting conflicting advice.” She 
says that he seems ‘“comfort- 
able” about it. 

Just before the New Hamp- 
shire primary Bell appeared as a 
panelist as a public TV forum 
where presidential hopefuls were 
grilled for 2'2 hours. She came 
away “totally convinced that 
Carter was the only one who had 
a sense of the complexity of 
economic issues. He seemed op- 
en to innovative techniques and 
not embroiled in past Democra- 
tic policies.” 

Bell’s expertise is in the field 
of unemployment compensa- 
tion. She has testified on her 
strategies before Congress and 
has served on a task force for Du- 
kakis, who advocated and im- 
plemented its recommenda- 
tions. People who quit their jobs 
in Massachusetts voluntarily, for 
instance, no longer receive un- 
employment compensation. Al- 
though Bell feels her objective 
role as a professional economist 
aroused the occasional wrath of 
both business and labor repre- 
sentatives, labor was more deep- 
ly offended. In fact, the two la- 
bor representatives on the com- 
mittee quit in protest. One of 
them, Dan Murray of the Steel- 
workers, said, “These goddam 
sons of bitches would like to take 
us back to the days before the 
collapse of 1929 when the wor- 


kers had no protection whatso- 
ever.” 

Other members of the com- 
mittee take a more sanguine at- 
titude toward Bell’s contribu- 
tion. Rick Anderson, ombud- 
sman for the state Economies Af- 
fairs office and a participant in 
the task force deliberations, says 
Bell was “fantastic” on the vol- 
untary quit issue. “She pointed 
out that the circumstances have 
changed, that the mobility of the 
worker has changed,” he says. 

She cited as an example of the 
scene’s transformation the fre- 
quent case of a wife who left a lo- 
cale with her husband. This 
didn’t mean that the wife had 
dropped out of the work force 
since, like more than half of all 
adult women, she would find a 
job elsewhere. Anderson praised 
Bell’s pose: “She had no axe to 
grind — she came from the per- 
spective of the economist,” he 
said. 

Her “pet solution” to the un- 
employment compensation ques- 
tion — eliminating the depen- 
dency allowance — was not rec- 

,ommended by the Dukakis 
group. Support for it came, ac- 
cording to Anderson, “mainly 
from your employer interests. Of 
course, labor representatives op- 
posed it.” 

Bell, however, intends to push 
her proposal within the sanc- 
tums of the Carter administra- 
tion. (And that is how most 
members of the task force really 
regard their involvement: they 
are planning for the future.) This 
topic — terminating depen- 
dency allowances for unem- 
ployed workers — is the subject 
of an exposition by Bell in The 
Public Interest, a ‘‘neo-con- 
servative” magazine. In her ar- 
ticle she presses the case for 
earnings being defined as “a re- 
ward to the worker” rather than 
as “income to the family.’ Her 
interpretation of the origin of 
class society is highly <indi- 


vidualistic and rationalized as a 
precondition to“a full employ- 
ment economy, “Work as an ac- 
tivity,” she writes, “is a func- 
tion of individual behavior, and 
a matter of individual effort.” 
She told the Phoenix, ““What 
workers spend their money on is 
their own concern. If they choose 
to spend it on children that is 
simply their concern.” Her pro- 
posal is calculated to spur wom- 
en into the economic arena while 
denying the family unit state 
subsidies. Bell herself has been 
identified with feminism, par- 
ticularly pertaining to the ad- 
vancement of women within the 
professoriat. Her feminism is a 
peculiar Brahmin brand which 
encourages female careerism but 
is penurious toward workers in 

general. - 
“There is nothing wrong with 
being a fiscal conservative and 
being concerned. with human 
problems,” Bell says. “That 
minimizes costs while maximiz- 
ing the output of resources. The 
term fiscal conservative doesn’t 
bother me in the least. You can 
do more for people if you waste 
less.” That last’ statement per- 
fectly exemplifies the impulse of 
the Yankee reformer, seeking to 
benefit the masses by trying to 
attain higher levels of efficien- 

cy. 
Harvard economist Martin 
Feldstein, another Carter task 
force member, was a panelist 
with Bell on Dukakis’s unem- 
ployment group. He was not very 
active in the committee, accor- 
ding to Rick Anderson, but his 
idea of taxing unemployment 
compensation checks was de- 
bated. Feldstein describes him- 
self as “a reformer who cares. 
about efficiency.” He defines ef- 
ficiency as providing “protec- 
tion without distortion.” Feld- 
stein has never met Carter and 
says, “I don’t support him — or 
anybody else over him.” Why

then is. he on the task force? Part 
of the reason is respect for the 
task force’s chairman, Lawrence 
Klein, a University of Pennsyl- 
vania economist who was an ear- 
ly Keynesian and is now an avid 
practitioner of econometrics 
(contructing complicated statis- 
tical models). Feldstein also 
thinks Carter “‘is a different kind 


of animal. He came in without 


commitments to the old Demo- 
cratic constituencies.” That, ap- 
parently, renders Carter suscep- 
tible to Feldstein’s proposals. 
The Harvard economist is a pub- 
lic policy machinist, with fully 
elaborated reforms on a wide 
variety of problems ranging from 
social security to youth unem- 
ployment. An entire wall book- 
case in his office displays his ar- 
ticles, reports and abstracts of 
his reports in neat metal files. If 
President Carter followed Feld- 
stein’s advice, there would be 
subsidies for private employers 


to train poor youth for skilled | 
jobs, unemployment ‘“‘comp” 


would be taxed, a health insur- 
ance program would cover only 
heavy expenses, and a personal 
comsumption tax would replace 
the current income tax. 
Feldstein’s bete noir is Hu- 
bert Humphrey, who, he be- 
lieves, subsists on a diet of falla- 
cious premises. Feldstein’s ap- 
proach is pragmatic and instru- 
mental. When asked what went 
wrong with the Great Society 
package of social legislation, he 
replied, “It didn’t work.” He 
laughed and added, “It was very 
expensive and it didn’t work.” 
Feldstein argues that the new re- 
forms will not necessarily be a 
harbinger of the feared era of 
lowered expectations. “To talk 
as if it’s downhill from here is 
wrong,” he asserts. “The gen- 
eral picturé is ore of growing af- 
fluence. I don’t know why we 
should tighten our belts — at 
least in the private sector.” __ 
Feldstein’s optimism is not 
shared by at least one Carter 
task force member, Albert 'T. 
Sommers, chief economist for 
the corporate-funded Confer- 
ence Board. Sommers, who can 
be termed the right wing of the 
group, has been labeled “The 
Pessimistic Prophet” by Forbes 
magazine. Unlike most Carter- 
ites, Sommers sees inflation ra- 
ther than unemployment as the 
main problem. He has consis- 
tently identified inflation as the 
source of a Free World “crisis” 
requiring curbs on what he called 
in 1973 the “explosion of expec- 
tations.”’ “Within the economic 
system itself, the resources de- 
voted to conventional consump- 
tion are’ excessive,” he stated 
gloomily. As the crunch devel- 
ops, the “concept of economic 
justice” becomes “less and less 
compatible with the value-free 
mechanisms of the market- 
place.”” Sommers apocalyptical- 
ly intoned at a Conference Board 


meeting three years ago, “Weare © 


agreed to a man that the pre- 
vailing rate of inflation and the 
prospective rate of inflation over 
the néxt several years poses the 
overriding threat to the econ- 
omic, social and political stabil- 
ity of the developed world.” 
Does Carter share Sommers’s 
vision of the decline of the West 
or does he harmonize with the 
studied objectivity of Feldstein 
and Bell? Or perhaps are Thur- 
ow’s advanced reforms more to 
his liking? John Bowles, acting 
as the liason between the candi- 
date and the committee, is 
blunt: “The task force should 
take a look at the facts without 
preconceived ideas. If the Gov- 
ernor has a preconceived idea — 
that’s fine. But the group should 
just look at the facts.” 
Although Carter is barraged 
from all sides by criticism of his 
programmatic vagueness, he has 


spelled, out hie plans in ae much

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detail as the other contenders. 
He clings, however, to the ad~ 
vice of Thurow and others not be 
“overly specific.” -In an° inter- 
view in the May issue of For- 
tune magazine, Carter says he 
would like to be able to exercise 
wage and price controls if 
needed; would engage in very se- 
lective anti-trust actions (not ag- 
ainst General Motors); federal- 
ize welfare standards but let the 
states administer programs; em- 
phasize unemployment rather 
than inflation; enact some tax 
reform and reorganize the fed- 
eral bureaucracy. This final 
promise is nebulous, because it 
can be taken two ways. “The 
bureaucracy is now an obstacle 
to any sort of economic pro- 
gress,” Carter has said. “I think 
it would help a great deal to have 
a mechanism by which we can 
clearly define goals and pur- 
poses,” Is this a hint of econom- 
ic planning? Is that what reor- 
ganization means? It would be a 
controversial proposal that he 
would have to reiterate through- 
out the campaign if he were more 
explicit. He is too clever for that, 
though. 

John Bowles claims that Pres- 
ident Carter will be “very activ- 
ist but not in the traditional lib- 
eral way. He will try to fit solu- 


tions to the facts.” Clearly Car-’ 


ter’s failure to produce pro- 
grams on every issue is a tac- 
tical decision. Carter is not pro- 
grammatically vague because he 
is personally confused. He is, in 
fact, very issue-conscious. But 
by subordinating detailed pro- 
posals to generalizations about 
the ethos of government he has 
picked and defined the central 
issue himself. Bowles says, “The 
politics of 1976 are non-ideolog- 
ical.” 

A key to understanding Car- 
ter is his moral fervor. Although 
his piety is expressed with a 
Southern accent, he is hardly a 
Know-Nothing. Carter believes 
that America can be revitalized 
through the personal qualities of 
an exemplary leader. Politics, for 
him, is a necessary evil in a 
world of sinners; but politics is 
also a vehicle for good works. All 
of this is in the mainstream tra- 
dition of the pre-World War I 
Progressives, who condemned 
immorality in government and 
business but viewed it as a lapse 
in behavior rather than as a 
chronic condition. The Progres- 
sives placed their hope in good 
government, which meant the 
introduction of scientific and ef- 
ficient political methods. They 
believed that scientific manage- 
ment of the state would again in- 
fuse it with moral appeal. / 

Carter, of course, stands for 
economy in the economy. This is 


‘a fundamental good govern- 


ment position. Asked if the Car- 
ter phenomenon was a good gov- 
ernment movement in the old 
style, John Bowles exclaimed, 
“Exactly right!” Bowles is so 


taken with Carter that he com-' 


pared him to Lincoln and Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt. ‘Their great- 
est assets were character,” he 


‘said. ““That’s what Carter has — 


character.” Bowles himself, as 
aristocratic amateur reformer, is 
living testimony to Carter’s posi- 
tion. There.are men like Bowles 
throughout the structure of the 
Carter campaign. These strat- 
egically placed individuals, re- 
garded by ‘Carter as his true 
peers, perform their tasks with a 
strongly Protestant sense of du- 
ty. 

Like reformers in the age of 
the early muckrakers, Carter be- 
lieves that economic efficiency 
will balance and unify society in- 
to a Christian capitalism. His 
policies may be a curious mix- 
ture, but they emerge from a sol- 
id tradition. What impact Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter will make 
cannot be foretold. “This is an 
age-old question,” John Bowles 
says. “Doss man make history or 
does history make the man?” 
Jimmy Carter, despite his am- 
biguities, is not a mystery man. 
He is a genteel, restrained and 
old-fashioned Progressive.

long as Harrington commands 
the support of a majority — a 
support maintained through a 
delicate combination of rigidity 
and compromise, force and con- 
sideration — the power of the Se- 
nate that is real is his. 

Then there is the power that is 
not real — and not limited, the 
power that is “illusion,” as 
Jimmy Breslin puts in in How 
the Good Guys Finally Won. 
And a form of power that separ- 
ates Harington from the other 
“leaders” on Beacon Hill. “If 
people think you have power, 
then you have power,” Breslin 


observed. “If people think you 
have no power, then you have no 


power. 
People think Harrington has 
power. His role in last year’s fis- 


cal crisis, his willingness to crush 


a rent control bill this spring - 


that’ Dukakis considered a top 
priority, the decision of powers 
outside the government to seek 
influence through him (and not 
through the governor) and the 
decision of the powerless advo- 
cates of reform to seek his sup- 
port — all these contribute to the 
illusion of his power. 

It is a precious element, one 
Harrington assiduously guards. 
“There are rules about power 
that he understands intuitively 
that other people don’t under- 
stand,” says one high-ranking 
member of the Dukakis admini- 
stration. “Unlike some other 
senior officials, Harrington never 
demands the impossible, for to 


do 80 would be to lose power. 


Another reason he is more effec- 
tive than other senior officials,” 
says this source, “‘is that when he 
wants something that he’s not 
certain will occur, he won’t ask 
for it directly. Someone else will 
mention it. After a while, you 
learn what he wants. If you do it, 
he’ll call you to say, ‘Very good 
decision.’ That tells you he wan- 
ted it and also that he appre- 
ciates it.” 

Another form of illusory pow- 
er is more obvious: his physical 
presence. Harrington is 6-foot-9, 
an imposing figure. It is easy to 
be awed by the man as he looks 
down upon you, rolling a large 
and ever-present cigar in a mas- 
sive hand. He is quiet and mild- 
mannered and not given to out- 
bursts of temper or stern re- 
criminations, neither of which 
seems necessary. Nevertheless, 
he has the power with one of his 


angrier glares to leave one liter-

Boston garbage: Cash the 


Put the stuff on the curb after 5 — but there’s more to

The politics of garbage is 
sometimes quite simple. A Bos- 
ton homeowner who has just 
done some handiwork around the 
house and has a whole mess of 
plaster, wood, old doors and as- 
sorted appliances to dispose of 
can call the local sanitation de- 


‘partment yard, speak nicely to 


the foreman and get it carted 
away on the regular pickup day 
regardless of whether there are 


more than two barrels of plas- . 


ter, or the boards are longer than 
30 inches, or the stuff itself is put 
out on the curb earlier than 5 
p.m. the day before pickup. 

Violations of the city sanita- 
tion regulations such as these are 
routinely overlooked by the trash 
disposal workers, unless they are 
deemed frequent or flagrant, at 
which time one of the city’s 38 
inspectors will crack down on the 
wayward disposer. Even then, a 
promise to stop violating the 
codes is often enough to please 
the inspectors. 

And the pleasantries can work 
both ways: if a citizen notices a 
sloppy garbageman — one who, 
emptying a barrel into the truck, 
leaves half its contents on the 
street — the citizen can speak 
nicely to the trashman and re- 
mind him that this, too, is a vio- 
lation of city standards, which 
say that pickup men must carry 
a -broom and shovel on their 
trucks and clean up after them- 
selves. If that doesn’t Work, a call 
to the sanitation department 
should do the trick. 

. The city tries to accommodate 


its citizens’ disposal needs. It 
will take most anything (pianos 
are a no-no) that is out at the 
curb on schedule. City employ- 
ees will also help resolve trashy 
disputes between neighbors. 
Claudia DelMonaco, director of 
the Mayor’s Office of Public Ser- 
vice, says the Little City Halls 
often act as “brokers,” both to 
mediate between feuding neigh- 
bors and to untangle the mess of 
who is responsible for keeping 
what clean. 

As state Rep. Mel King (D- 
Mattapan) has documented, 
garbage disposal often falls be-

tween the cracks of the munici- 
pal bureaucracy. There are at 
least seven departments respon- 
sible for the garbage of different 
locations (e.g., the school de- 
partment for school yards, pol- 
ice for abandoned cars, highway 
department for streets, housing 
inspection for vacant build- 
ings), and when a person com- 
plains about the unsightly mess 
in the vacant lot next door, the 
complainant could get a Cook’s 
tour of City Hall, but no action. 
It’s much easier to let the Little 
City Hall do it for you. 
DelMonaco tells how city

workers have had.to intervene in 
cases such as one involving a 
man who didn’t like the people 
next door and used to put out his 
trash at one minute past 5 
o'clock on the evening before 
pickup, allowing plenty of time 
for the nei "3 cats and 
dogs to pick it apart and strew 
their findings all over the side- 
walk of the house next door. 
“There isn’t all that much you 
can said: DelMonaco, “ex- 
cept go and talk to the guy and 
tell him he’s a public nuisance, 


even though he’s legally correct. 


Sometimes the very presence of a 
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city official — and I know lots of 
Little City Hall managers who 
do this all the time — will con- 
vince the person to quit it.” 
(Charles Dineen, the head of the 
city’s sanitation division, could 
have helped in that instance. He 
advises persons to spray their 
plastic trash bags with some 
household cleaner containing 
ammonia. ‘““The dogs won't come 
within a yard of it!” he assured 
us.) 

It’s at this level, though, that 
the average citizen’s interest in 
garbage disposal ends. Few peo- 
ple seem particularly intrigued 
by the fact that the city’s house- 
hold trash winds up in one of 
three places: an incinerator in 
Saugus, a dump in West Rox- 
bury and a landfill site in Ames- 
bury. Once it gets carted off, it’s 
somebody else’s concern. That 
is, unless you happen to live in 
West Roxbury near Gardner 
Street. Then, about 60 percent of 
every other Bostonians’ garbage 
is your concern because it’s in 
your backyard. And, at this 
point, the politics of garbage get 
stickier. 

The controversy over the 
Gardner Street dump — which 
neighbors derisively dub “Mount 
Casazza”’ after Public Works 
Commissioner Joseph Casazza 
— is a long-standing one. Said 
William McDonough of the West 
Roxbury Civic Association, 
“There have been promises and 
promises for eight years to close 
the dump. But it gets bigger 
every cay. We want the city to

establish a definite policy to 
close the dump and do some- 
thing better with the garbage.” 

Something better now seems 
to be in the offing. Deputy May- 
or Robert Vey told the Phoenix a 
proposal to close the dump by 
Labor Day, and to transport all 
the refuse that had been going to 
Gardner Street to Saugus, in- 
stead, is now approaching real- 
ization. 

The arrangement will be a ne- 
gotiated contract with Refuse 
Energy Systems Company 
(RESCO), a privately owned 
‘resource recovery facility” 
(read incinerator), now operat- 
ing in Saugus. The agreement 
will be for RESCO to truck the 
garbage from a transfer station 
in Boston’s South Bay area, 
where the city incinerator used 
- to be, to Saugus, where it will be 
burned, and the heat generated 
then used to produce steam, 
which will be, in turn, sold to the 
General Electric plant nearby. 

RESCO has been operating for 
several months, and currently 
processes about 1000 tons of gar- 
bage each day, mainly from su- 
burban communities, but in- 
cluding a portion of Boston’s re- 
fuse. Spokesman for both RES- 
CO and the city said the Saugus 


‘facility has the additional capa- 


city to burn all the garbage now 
going to Gardner Street. 

But there are a few potental 
snags: municipal contracts of 
that scale generally have to be 
put out to bid, and, in this case, 
the negotiated (read no-bid) con- 
tract with RESCO would surely 
ruffle a few feathers among oth- 
er solid waste disposal compan- 
ies. However, Robert Vey be- 
lieves the long-term benefits for 
the city would outweigh the 
arguments of the landfill com- 
panies angered by the deal with 
RESCO. 

These benefits, explained 
Vey’s spokesman, Dennis Sulli- 
van, would occur because the 
contract with RESCO would call 
for the company to transport the 
trash to Saugus for the three to 
five years it would take to con- 
struct an incinerator in Boston 
(probably on the same site as the 
old one) that would meet all pol- 
lution standards and accommo- 
date all the city’s refuse. The 
cost of the entire operation (the 
short-term trucking to Saugus 
and the long-term operation of 
the incinerator) would be cov- 
ered by a bond issue, floated by 
the city, defrayed over a period 
of 20 years. 

In this manner, the cost would 
not be passed on to the taxpay- 
er, whereas, said Sullivan, if the 
contract was awarded to a land- 
fill company or any other com- 
pany that did not have the pre- 


‘sent capability of RESCO, the 


city would have to truck the gar- 
bage to a suburban landfill site, 
an expensive proposition which 
could mean an increase in the 
property tax rate. 

Since that would be about the 
last thing the White adminis- 
tration would want to do, con- 
sidering that the upcoming hike 
in the tax rate is already expect- 
ed to be about $35 (an 18 per- 
cent increase), it seems likely 
that a lot of pressure will be ex- 
erted both in public relations 
campaigns and in corporate cir- 
cles to promote the RESCO pro- 
posal. 

West Roxbury’s William Mc- 
Donough said Vey has broached 
the idea with his community and 
that they are all for it. But in 
other quarters there.is still much 
skepticism that the RESCO deal 
will reach fruition and that what 
the city really intends to do is to 
procrastinate on any major pol- 
icy decision involving the clos- 
ing of the Gardner Street dump 
until there is no other available 
option than to use a 128-acre 
former quarry site, also in West 
Roxbury, as a receptacle for the 
city’s garbage. Which would be 
the cheapest disposal method. 

Boston City Councillor James 
Michael Connolly, an outspok- 
en opponent of such a possibil- 
ity,,said he has “serious ques- 
tions” about the leverage that 
might be used by the owners of 
the quarry, the Texas-based firm 


of Browning-Ferris, Inc., to force 


the city to use its property, 
which is now lying fallow, so to 
speak. 

“Why has the city delayed so 
long in coming up with a policy 
to close the dump?” said Con- 
nolly, who lives in West Rox- 
bury. “There have been too 
many excuses, and I suspect 
there is a little collusion going on 
between the city and Browning- 
Ferris — which certainly has the 
money and the influence to move 
the powers that be — to victim- 
ize the people of West Roxbury 
for the benefit of a special inter- 
est.” 

Connolly bases his skepticism 
on Browning-Ferris’s activities 
thus far. Three years ago, they 
bought the quarry from the West 
Roxbury Stone and Gravel Com- 
pany, which had just about min- 
ed the life out of the site, and 
since then have also purchased 
adjacent property which would 
provide access to Route One. 
Thomas J. Dooley, the com- 
pany’s regional vice-president 
and the person in charge of the 
quarry, said in a letter to a tele- 
vision news program recently 
that the land was bought as an 
investment, and, anticipating 
the closing of the Gardner Street 
dump, his company. purchased 
the adjacent land for “‘access and 
egress.”’ Dooley also said he be- 
lieved a “practical and econom- 
ic solution to the problem would 
be a land reclamation project at 


the quarry to satisfy the needs of 


‘the community.” 


Dooley has refused to speak to 
the Phoenix about the com- 
pany’s plans for the quarry site, 
but in response to Councillor 
Connolly’s contention that 
Browning-Ferris would hardly 
buy up all that land if they did 
not have some commitment from 
the city to use it, Robert Vey said 
the city has made no commit- 
ments to the national solid waste 
disposal company at all. Vey 
said the city would consider us- 
ing the land only as a temporary 
last resort if Gardner Street were 
shut down (presumably by the 
health department) “‘tomor- 
row,” and then only because it 
would be the least expensive way 
to dispose of the garbage. 

In an interview, Vey, whose 
duties include planning for all 
construction and development in 
the city, said he, having grown 
up in West Roxbury, was ‘“‘ada- 
mantly opposed” to putting gar- 
bage in the quarry. “I’ve heard 
that Dooley’s‘idea is to use the 
place for landfill for five, six 
years, and then turn it into a 
park and give it to the city,” said 
the deputy mayor, ‘“‘an idea that 
might be nice for the future 
generations but that the current 
generation doesn’t want. We 
have no interest in doing that at 
gs 

But Browning-Ferris, who are 
no strangers to RESCO, may not 
be out of the picture complete- 
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ly. Browning-Ferris currently is 
under contract to.the city for $1 
million to pick up East Boston’s 
and Roxbury’s trash, about 160 
tons a day, which is then brought 
to the. RESCO incinerator. in 
Saugus. To complete the 
financial picture, the city also 
pays RESCO approximately 
$850,000 a year to incinerate that 
garbage. 

Since Browning- Ferris on the 
national level is also involved in 
the recycling end of the business 
and since portions of the trash 
burned at RESCO could be re- 
cycled for their metal content, it 
is possible that Browning-Ferris 
could expand its Massachusetts 
operation even if the -city by- 
passes the quarry. 

Right now, Boston spends 
nearly $8 million a year to get rid 
of the 1000 tons of trash produc- 
ed every day by its households 
and apartments. On a wider 
scale, the garbage industry is far 
bigger business than that, if one 
considers the private payments 
by shopkeepers and industry and 
institutions to dispose of their 
waste.

There was a lot of intriguing 
political gossip earlier this year 
when the city announced it 
would no longer collect the de- 
bris accumulated each weekend 
at the produce stalls of Haymar- 
ket Square. The city said it was 
spending more than $100,000 a 
year to clean up the pushcart 
peddlers’ leftovers, when other 
merchants had to pay for their 
own trash removal. | : 

East Boston’s state’ Rep. Em- 
anuel Gus Serra, who has been a 
pushcart peddler, selling a var- 
iety of produce, since he was a 
child, took over the negotiations 
with the city, on behalf of the 
area’s Pushcart. Association, 
which he organized in 1974. Ser- 
ra is firmly convinced that when 
the Mayor had to slash the bud- 
get he decided to include the 
Haymarket service because Ser- 
ra had been a prime organizer for 


Timilty, in last fall’s campaign. 

White and Serra met twice 
privately during the battle over 
the Haymarket garbage and the 
result, negotiated with the help 
of Boston City Councillor Fred 
Langone, who lives near Hay- 
market, was a mutually accept- 
able agreement. The city will 
provide trucks and drivers to re- 
move the garbage, but the ped- 
dlers must collect it and load it 
into the trucks. In addition, the 
peddlers’ license fee was in- 
creased from $12 a year to $100, a 
total package which saves the 
city approximately $60,000. 

Political observers feel the 
success of the Serra-White ne- 
gotiations was not exactly the re- 
sult of burying hatchets but 
rather a practical sensibility on 
each side: Serra proved himself 
to be a power to reckon with dur- 
ing the campaign, but his man 
lost, and the only reckoning that 
can now be done is with White. 
So, by each politician’ s granting 
some concessions to the other, 
they both gained some future 
leverage — Serra at City Hall, 
White in East Boston. 


pushcart peddlers may not find 
too amusing, the city’s Bicen- 
tennial agency, Boston 200, has 
commissioned sculptor Mags 
Harries to design and then have 
cast in bronze replicas of every- 
day garbage, to be embedded in 
Haymarket’s Blackstone Street. 
The state Bicentennial Com- 
mission will underwrite the 
$10,000 expense of the street 
sculpture, which could be im- 
planted by July, and will in- 
clude an old newspaper (a Globe 
with the headline, “15 pupils 
seized for fighting at S. Boston 
High’’), cabbage leaves, pea 
pods, pop-tops, a crushed can 
and other mementos of Hub life.

Theodore Barron of Chelsea, had 
allegedly made an illegal cam- 
paign contribution to White. US 
Attorney James Gabriel’s office 
announced three months ago 
that it had concluded, based on 


FBI, that there was not suffic- 
ient evidence to prosecute 
White. However, the 

has learned that a federal grand 
jury is currently investigating 
Sanitas, which now receives 
$688,005 to remove the trash 
from downtown Boston. 

Although Justice Department 
officials have refused comment 
on grand jury proceedings, sev- 
eral reliable sources have said 
that Theodore Barron was ques- 
tioned about the matter. There 
is also speculation that Barron 
may have been granted immun- 
ity from prosecution. (Barron’s 
attorney has refused to com- 
ment on the matter.) 

Another prominent figure in 
trash circles, Richard Dray, ran 
into trouble with the govern- 
ment several months ago when 
the IRS launched an investiga- 
tion into his tax returns. This 
probe also has political over- 
tones, since Dray is a good friend 
of the Mayor’s, has been a fund- 
raiser for White, and is consid- 
ered a local power broker.

the federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment under a subsidized housing 
program. The HUD money 
would not be forthcoming, 
though, until the dissension in 
the community was resolved to 
the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority’s satisfaction. Under 
the intricacies of public housing 
programs, the BRA must ap- 
prove certain conditions of 
development proposals, in this 
case a tax-shelter syndication to 
obtain zoning variances and re- 
duced property taxes. 

On April 15, Life Center 
Associates went before the BRA 
board to plead its case, but it 
was clear beforehand that this 
would be more than just a sim- 
ple hearing on a single item. No, 
it would be a free-for-all be- 
tween the most powerful group 
in Chinatown and the deve- 
loper. 

“Although the CCBA sup- 
ported the idea of more elderly 
housing, it had been jockeying 
for position both in the com- 
munity and in the halls of 
government to defeat Rev. 
Shih’s plan. Ruth Moy, director 
of Chinatown’s Golden Age Cen- 
ter, said on the day before the 
hearing, ““They’ve come into the 


Golden Age Center; telling old 
people to go to the meeting and 
oppose Rev. Shih. The Chinese 
secretary, Chu [Hugh Tung 
Chu], came in. Today at noon, 
Lee Shih Hing [president of the 
CCBA] is coming in. The old 
people are torn between their 
need for housing and what the 
CCBA tells them.” Kaiman Lee, 
a member of the church’s 
building committee, and one of 
the project’s architects, was 
more blunt: “The CCBA is oper- 
ating through intimidation to 
prevent the elderly from going to 
the hearing and supporting the 
proj 

But the church had also been 
out organizing and brought 
about.75 people by. bus and car 
from the Golden Age Center to 
the hearing. They were confron- 
ted by 30 to 40 well-dressed and 
evidently well-heeled mer- 
chants. Other Chinese elderly 
had come on their own and when 
more than 200 people could not 
fit into the BRA boardroom, the 
session was moved to larger 
quarters. 

During the hearing, Rev. 
Shih’s son David, also a mini- 
ster of the church, presented the 
BRA board with several exhi- 
bits, including a leaflet. the 
CCBA had circulated around 


Chinatown saying in- Chinese: - 


“The Chinese Christian Church 
in Boston lined up with some for- 
eigners to rob the welfare of the 
Chinese community, using the 


beautiful name of building 
housing for the elderly to de- 
ceive our people.” David Shih 
also presented a document, pur- 
portedly from the California 
Attorney General’s office, 
linking ~Chinese benevolent. 
associations (like the CCBA) 
with “the Triad,” a sinister Far 
East: group involved in criminal 
rackets. 

The document, under exam- 
ination, appeared to be an 
amateurish attempt to copy a 
government publication. It was 
branded: “‘scurrilous’” by one 
BRA board member and was dis- 
missed as evidence. 

Disorder dominated the meet- 
ing. When the board asked for a 
show of hands to indicate sup- 
port for the project, most.of the 
elderly raised their hands slowly 
and uneasily. Then the CCBA 


‘president stood up,” shouted 


something in Chinese, and the 
hands started going down, up 
and down again. When the 
elderly were asked to raise hands 
in opposition to the project, the 
CCBA group rose as one, 
shouting and exhorting every- 
one in the room to join them. 
Most of the elderly did so, even 
though a moment before they 
had shown themselves in sup- 
port of the other side. 

During formal presenta- 
tions, the CCBA cited three 
areas of opposition to the pro- 
ject, one of which was that the 
church group had not solicited 


community participation in the 
development of their plans. Rev. 
Shih denied the charge and pre- 
sented evidence that he had at- 
tempted for many years to meet 
with the CCBA but had always 
been ignored. Another objection 
concerned the fate of an urban 
renewal project adjacent to the 
church site, which the CCBA has 
been considering developing for 
years. The CCBA contended the 
two projects would overlap and 
be incompatible, but, as a BRA 


‘staff member later pointed out, 


there are no active plans to 
develop the second site. 
Finally, the CCBA claimed 


the financial structure of the 


development would give “‘con- 


‘trol to a non-Chinese entity and 


will yield no financial benefits to 
the Chinese community.” Like 
the leaflet: the CCBA had dis- 
tribited, this claim appealed to 
the distrust of Caucasians felt by 
many residents of Chinatown, 
but. did not seem particularly 
substantive. The financial plan 
was a standard arrangement for 
subsidized housing and would 
have ultimately given control of 
the development to the Chinese 
Christian Church and other Chi- 
nese who wanted to buy into it. 
Nothing was decided at the 
BRA hearing and it appeared 


‘that the project would die be- 


cause of the seemingly endless 
community discord. 

Indeed, it has. Recent negoti- 
ation attempts between the two 
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groups have broker: down. In 
startling move, contractor Bar- 
kan offered to buy the project 
from the church, build it, and 
then sell it to the CCBA for one 
dollar after recovering his con- 
struction costs. The CCBA was 
apparently interested in the of- 
fer, but the church board, @ 
member of the church’s building. 
committee and one of the pro- 
ject’s architects, vetoed it, 
feeling, as Kaiman Lee said;~ 
“There is no reason for them to. 
get the project for nothing.”

The ‘CCBA’ s resentment

used their money and ‘stature, 
gained through ownership of 
Chinatown’s restaurants and 
other businesses, to benefit their 
neighborhood as an_ internal 
government, mediating dis- 
putes and providing jobs to 
newer immigrants. They have 
also gained respect and recogni- 
tion from their Caucasian neigh- 
bors outside Chinatown. 

In recent years, as Chinese- 
Americans have grown further 
and further from the immigrant 
experience and the old ways, the 
CCBA’s stature seems unjusti- 
fied to some of the younger Chi- 
nese. Said one of them, a native 
of the community, who has been 
active in Chinatown’s affairs for 
several years: ‘““The CCBA 
doesn’t really do anything. But 
they are the elders, so we have 
respect. They feel threatened by 
new ways of doing things, so we 


‘try not to threaten them. There 


is a feeling not to criticize them 
or leave them out, even if they 
don’t do anything.” 

Another young Chinese profes- 
sional articulated a similar senti- .. 
ment: “The CCBA is archaic: 


and anachronistic. It’s oriented 


to a village culture in China that 
doesn’t even exist anymore.” 
Nevertheless, the CCBA re- . 
mains “‘the organization of 
organizations” in Chinatown. Its” 
members are “American in the 
sense of making a profit,” said - 
one person involved in the recent 
infighting, suggesting that 
are not as old-fashioned as some 
might think. And although many ~ 
Chinese may believe that the~ 
CCBA’s usefulness to the ‘com- 
munity is waning, few question 
its power. One has to imagine

And the Sox continue unravel 


The games with Oanene weren't, uh, anything like the prev

It wasn’t exactly the playoffs, 
but then, these weren’t exactly 
the A’s and the Red Sox, either. I 
mean, the last time the two 
teams faced each other back in 
October, Oakland was the de- 
fending three-time World Cham- 
pion and the upstart Red Sox ran 
them right out of Fenway Park. 
Carl Yastrzemski was galloping 
all over the place catching base- 
balls in left field, and the al- 
legedly invincible Roland Fin- 
gers was being hammered at will 
by Boston bats. 


Who would have guessed in 
October that when the two next 
met, both would be struggling — 
and struggling is possibly far too 
polite a word — along with sub- 
.500 records in mid-June, the 
Sox in second place, far behind 
the Yankees, and the A’s actu- 
ally desperately trying to catch 
the Minnesota Twins — who are’ 
in fourth place? 

Then, in the space of 52 hours 
last week, the two defending 
champions slugged it out over 
three games, amassing an ag- 
gregate 34 runs between them as 
ERAs soared, with the entire af- 
fair reaching its climax in a dis- 
graceful eighth-inning Oakland 
rally featuring three walks, an 
error, and six “base hits,” two of

In any case, the slugfest con-

For the third night in a row, 
the Sox had jumped out in front, 
this time on a Burleson double, a 
Lynn single, and Yastrzemski’s 
10th homer down the right field 
line for a 3-0 lead. 

Tenace doubled in the second 
and then after the Red Sox 
elected (“It was Jenkins’s own de- 
cision that time,” explained 
Darrell Johnson afterward) to 
walk Billy Williams and pitch to 
Phil Garner, Garner singled to i 
center to score Tenace, who also 
accounted for the second A’s run 
when he hit a Jenkins fastball 


‘| out of the park in the fourth for 


his third of the year. In the in- 
terim, Evans had parked one 
leading off the second, and a 
Doug Griffin single, a stolen 
base, and a Cooper single to cen- 
ter made it 5-2 in the seventh 
when North’s throw to the plate 
eluded catcher Tim Hosley. 

It was a nice game. For seven a 
innings. 

Cleveland, who was picking up — 
for the starting pitcher for the 
third time in four games (Jen- 
kins had lasted but five before 
the flu got him, too), was ob- 
viously wearying when the 
eighth began. North led off with 
a rope that was hit squarely at 
Burleson for ‘the first out;-but 
then Campaneris singled and 
Baylor hit a line drive up the 
alley in left-center. With Rice 
and Lynn converging fast, Rice 
got a glove on it, but couldn’t 
hang on to the balls Baylor. was 
credited with a double, and the 
tying run was at the plate with 
runners at second and third. Joe 
Rudi singled them both in, 
though Fisk then cut down 
pinch-runner Alexander for the 
second out. (“I thought it was 
Home Free time then;” Fisk 
shook his head.) 

When Bando doubled, John- 
son at last went to the bullpen. 
For Tom Murphy. Tom Murphy 
pitched to five batters. The first 
of them hit a ground ball headed 
for short. Steve Dillard, playing 
in Rico Petrocelli’s absence 
(Petrocelli probably would not 
have gotten to the ball, in which 
case the shortstop would have 
made the play), cut it off in back 
of the mound and, with ample 
time to get the runner (Tenace, 
whom I would have to spot 20 
yards in a foot race), instead 
rushed an offbalance throw that 
caromed off the dugout facing 
and tied the game. 

The second Murphy batter, 
Billy Williams, was once again 
intentionally walked to get to the 
third, Garner, who then doubled 
over Evans’s head after the right 
fielder had charged a good 20 
paces toward the plate. Mur- 
phy’s fourth victim was Hosley, 
who hit a fly ball to the base of 
the wall in left that went for a 
double when Rice RAandcuffed 
himself against the wall and saw 
the ball deflect off his glove. 
When Murphy walked his fifth 
batter, North, Darrell cleverly 
took him out of the game and 
brought in Jim Willoughby. Af- 
ter walking Campaneris, Wil- 
loughby and Fingers combined 
to retire the game’s last 10 bat- 
ters in a row, which is probably 
fortunate in that if it had lasted 
15 more minutes there would 
have been nobody left to watch 


it. 

There Was No Joy in Mud- 
ville as a dozen weary and shell- 
shocked writers filed silently into 
Darrell Johnson’s office in the af- 
termath of the Eighth Inning 
Massacre. 

“Gentlemen, what can I say?” 
The manager uttered. 

Ugh! That says it all.

Inc., a Cambridge-based firm 
which he founded in 1968 along 
with Theodore Barron. By 1971, 
Barron had pulled out of the 
‘firm, which was originally es- 
tablished as a “‘compacting” 
operation but whose facilities are 
now used as a transfer station for 
garbage on its way from Boston 
to a landfill site in Amesbury. . 
Reclamations is considered a 
“paper company” since most of 
its compacting facilities were de- 
stroyed by fire several years ago, 
and the transfer station is run by 
SCA Disposal Services, the firm 
which holds the largest collec- 
tion contract with the city, 
amounting to nearly $2 million. 
In addition to that, SCA is paid 
approximately $1 million for tak- 
ing the garbage to Amesbury. 
If the city’s plan to use the 
RESCO facility goes into effect, 
the arrangement with SCA (and 
indirectly with Reclamations) 
would apparently not be revis- 


_ ed, even though it is likely the 


city could get a better price for 
disposing the 250 tons a day now 
going to Amesbury via SCA if 
that was included as part of the 
package deal with RESCO. 

An SCA official said he was 
not allowed to talk to any re- 
porter about anything, a corpor- 


ate policy instituted five weeks 
ago. That might be because SCA 
has recently run into difficulties 
getting some of its trash from the 
curb to the dump. One of its 
transfer stations, logated near 
the Orchard Park housing pro- 
ject, is a current source of con- 
troversy and an example of how 
garbage can, indeed, fall be- 
tween the cracks of the bureau- 
cracy. : 

Recently, the Boston En- 
vironmental Health Improve- 
ment Program, a federally fund- 
ed operation, determined that 
the SCA transfer station was vio- 
lating health codes because it 
was heavily rat-infested. They 
contacted the city’s Community 
Health Services department, 
whose inspectors confirmed the 
rodents’ presence. Notices of vio- 
lations were served, and, simul- 
taneously, the health people as- 
ked the city building depart- 
ment to investigate the zoning 
status of the facility. 

_It turned out that SCA had no 
permission to operate on pro- 
perty so close to a residential 
area, but the unresolved ques- 
tion was did it have to have per- 
mission, and if so, from whom? 

According to James Breay, as- 
sistant director of the Commun- 
ity Health Services, there are no 
clear guidelines on the matter al- 
though the state has been devis- 
ing some for several years. In the 
meantime, the enforcement of 
standards for transfer stations, a 


power which rested in the hands 
of the city’s Air Pollution Con- 
trol Commission, which was de- 
funded this year, seems now to 
lie with Breay’s office, but the 
confusion is such that Breay 
said, “We have inherited the 


regulations of transfer stations 


— probably — but with stand- 
ards that are unclear and legal 
authority that is unclear.” 

The state department of 
health did determine in 1973 
that transfer stations had to be 
approved, but the one near Or- 
chard Park was operating before 
that, and so may be exempt from 
the ruling. Negotiations are now 
underway between the city law 
department and SCA to get the 
transfer station moved. Mean- 
while, a Roxbury citizen’s group 
has filed a petition in Boston 
housing court seeking an injunc- 
tion to shut down the facility and 
asking for 180,000 in damages 
because of the adverse impact 
upon their environment. And the 
officials who think they are re- 
sponsible for regulating such fa- 
cilities are trying to understand 
what it is they are supposed to 
regulate. 

“The owners can always say 
they are not operating a dump, 
which does have to meet certain 
standards, because they are not 
putting anything on the 
ground,” said Breay. “They can 
also claim they aren’t polluting 
the air because they aren’t burn- 
ing anything. But there has to be 


a way to regulate them, because 
there are a lot of transfer sta- 
tions around these days.” 

Other regulatory agencies are 
also concerned about SCA. The 
Amesbury Conservation Com- 
mission, acting under the State 
Wetlands Protection Act, has 
ordered SCA to close their dump 
because it is polluting nearby 
waters. SCA is fighting that or- 
der in court while continuing to 
operate the dump, said commis- 
sion chairman Mark Scaison. 

According to sources, at least 
one federal agency is also scruti- 
nizing SCA because of the com- 
pany’s “internal difficulties.” 
_SCA management has filed suit 
“against their former board chair- 
man, Burton Steir, claiming 
Steir purchased 100 acres of 
Amesbury land near the dump 
site for $150,000 and then, 
through a financial “scheme,” 
sold the hes to SCA for ten 
times the purchase price. 

While Boston is attempting to 
surmount the major and minor 
troubles connected with its solid 
waste disposal, the state is look- 
ing at alternative or perhaps ad- 
ditional solutions to the pro- 
blem. 

Alden Cousins, director of the 
state’s Bureau of Solid Waste, 
said his office is now working on 
a plan to build a “resource re- 
covery” plant, which would turn 
garbage into electricity, in the 
suburban area west of Boston. 
Cousins said the city has indi- 
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cated its interest in joining forc- 


-es with the state so that some of 


Boston’s refuse could be includ- 
ed in the proposed suburban 
facility. State plans for a similar 
facility in Haverhill are now well 
underway, and Cousins believes 
the second one is feasible. Dr. 
Bette Woody, commissioner of 
the state’s Department of En- 
vironmental Management, said 
her office will “strongly urge” 
Boston to cooperate on the plans 
for the surburban plant, and 
added that although there is al- 
ways some sentiment in outly- 
ing communities that no one 
wants Boston garbage, she be- 
lieves this attitude can be chang- 
ed under the provision of a state 
law that allocates one dollar for 
every ton of waste brought into a 
community to the treasury of 
that community where a new fa- 
cility is built — an arrangement 
that could mean as much as 
$400,000 a year for a town that 
took every litter bit from Bos- 
ton. 

But there is still a lot of pre- 
paring and proselytizing to be 
done before the suburban incin- 
erator is built, and the concerns 
of Boston’s populace are much 
more immediate. They want 
their politicians to assure them 
that the garbage will be picked 
up as neatly as possible; and will 
be disposed of as cheaply as pos- 
sible; and will be deposited in its 
final resting place as far away as 
possible.

Verdi's Macbeth sets the home fires burning again

No sooner had the curtain been pulled 
up for Sarah Caldwell’s recent produc- 
tion of Verdi’s Macbeth than it became 
obvious the financial jaws had bitten 
down hard on the Opera Company. For 
this final offering of the 1976 season, the 
Orpheum’s stage had been stripped to an 
austere, almost neo-Bayreuth look, while 
Shakespeare’s “blasted -heath” was re- 
duced to a few simple risers and an ag- 
gressively reeking smog machine. Ob- 
viously the voracious demands of produc- 
ing Montezuma back in April had eaten 


up Caldwell’s thin larder of fiscal re-- 


sources, and she was now left with no- 
thing but her inimitable imagination to 
bring off what many were expecting to be 
the highlight of the season. It was a tense 
moment for ardent Caldwell watchers, all 
the more so since her earlier Fidelio and 
the much-anticipated Montezuma had 
been quite unforgivable horrors. Be- 
numbed by her own national publicity 
blitz and by an exhausting conducting 
schedule, was opera’s First Lady coming 
unstuck here at home? 

Luckily, these fears proved unfounded. 
For Caldwell, necessity has always been 
the mother of invention, particularly 
when the bank balance was low. Depriva- 
tions have traditionally sharpened her 
mind and forced her to be creative. In 


fact, the whole history of the Opera Com- 
pany can be summed up as a response to 
the obstacles thrown up in its path. Here, 
then, was the ideal moment to snap back 
into favor with doubting subscribers for 
whom Montezuma had been an insult to 
the eye, ear and budget, and to prove once 
again as only Caldwell knows how that 
operatic magic can be made with min- 
imal means. 

She certainly chose a difficult work. 
Even under the best of circumstances, 
Macbeth is a stubborn opera to shape. 
The problem lies in the nature of what 
Verdi composed, for musical inconsisten- 
cies abound: hippety-hop marches from 
the village square, Rossinian tarantellas 
sung by the witches, and a tippy-toe con- 
spirators chorus all jumbled up with such 
genuine inspirations as Lady Macbeth’s 
haunting sleepwalking scene and the lu- 
rid Act III apparition music. Certainly 
some things in the opera are ludicrous 
(though lovable), but none of it is dull and 
much of it remains remarkably faithful to 
Shakespeare’s brooding vision. Add to 
this the rewrites Verdi made for the Paris 
Opera in 1965, almost 20 years: after its 
premiere, and you begin to sense what a 
loosely stitched canvas the opera can be- 
come. Seven years ago Caldwell chose to- 
stage Verdi’s original Macbeth in a rela- 
tively undistinguished production. Last 


week she corrected matters by presenting 
the Paris revision complete with its ob- 
ligatory ballet, and this time hardly a 
seam showed. 

Here was a production with a thor- 
oughly realized style. Caldwell had clear- 
ly delved into the play’s essential trag- 
edy, making her barren stage picture a re- 
flection of the Macbeths’ cruel and emp- 
ty souls. Isolated in lonely courtyards or 
silhouetted against black backdrops, this 
pair was intentionally left defenseless 
against the ravages of guilty conscience. 
Macbeth’s “‘Life’s but a walking shad- 
ow”’ was echoed in the endless gloom out 
of which assassins and apparitions sud- 
denly and terrifyingly emerged. 

When Caldwell failed, it was, as usual, 
because of an excess of imagination. 
Clearly it was a mistake to have some of 
the weird sisters swing in from the wings 
like so many wandering Rhinemaidens; 
nor was it logical to have Lady Macbeth 
preside as Archfiend over the witches’ re- 
vel — what ancient beldame would ever 
break down over a few politically expe- 
dient murders? The ballet too, though 
smartly played, was a mistake, a lead- 
footed. drag on the drama’s accumulated 
tension. But these were forgivable flaws, 
irritating only because so much else in 
Caldwell’s production was adept in its

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Claude Chabrol: So much art, so little heart

Claude Chabrol is a dead-end 
artist and his most recent film to 
reach our shores, 1974’s Une Par- 
tie de Plaisir, is yet another cul 
de sac in the labyrinth of his art. 
For love, Chabrol splits open 
heads, but he lights no candles 
behind the eyes. We see only the 
skull and its fathomless, vacant 
eye sockets. 

But Chabrol sups with death 
employing a very long spoon for- 
ged of his technical prowess and 
consistent irony. Une Partie de 
Plaisir presents us with a seem- 
ingly idyllically married couple. 
Husband and wife live a haut- 
bourgeois dream of safe, pseudo- 
Bohemian freedom in a richly 
appointed country home com- 
plete with orchard, adorable 
child and crowds of friends who 
drop over for endless dinners. 
(This is all photographed with 
consummate skill by Jean Ra- 
bier, Chabrol’s constant cine- 
matographer.) Yet, as always in 
Chabrol films, marriage is a sub- 
tle torture. Phillipe (Paul Ge- 
gauff, who has scripted most of 
Chabrol’s films plus Godard’s 
malicious Weekend, makes his 
debut as an actor here) is more 
than a little the snob. “You're 
cutting your salad; that’s incor- 
rect,” he scolds his wife; “You 
shorten your long vowels like a 
peasant.” He’s charming, if a bit 
egotistical, and very much a 
male chauvinist. Esther (played 
by Danielle Gegauff) is . . . well, 
Chabrol is coy. We see her only 
through her husband’s posses- 
sive eyes. (The Gegauffs, a mar- 
ried couple, play a married 
couple, and their daughter plays 
their daughter. This introduces a 
tantalizing autobiographical 
note which is presumably 
fraught with significance for 
Chabrol and the Gegauffs’ 
friends. Actually, both husband 
and wife perform exceedingly 
well; Paul’s only problem is that 


he moves a bit stiffly.) 

Ennui, that French obsession, 
enters their lives and Phillipe 
suggests “swinging,” to put it 
crassly, as a solution. “Let’s 
break the.rules,” he urges. Of 
course, Chabrol’s affinity for 
Hitchcock should alert us to the 
consequences of rule breaking: 
the unleashing of dark forces and 
chaos. Later, Phillipe will say: 
“Freedom is the anxiety of emp- 
tiness.”” Unable to cope with his 
wife’s affairs when she follows 
his advice, Phillipe begins act- 
ing like a farcical cuckold, burst- 
ing in on his wife and her lover, 
demanding that she return to the 
nest. Naturally, this drives her 
further away. 

Phillipe becomes more tyran- 
nical as Esther becomes more 
distant, enraptured by a life of 
her own free from Phillipe’s op- 
pressive needs. It would have 
opened up Une Partie de Plaisir 
had Chabrol shown us Esther’s 
life apart from Phillipe, intro- 
ducing a positive, hopeful note. 
But Chabrol is as obsessive as his 
hero, and as resistant to growth. 
Like Antonioni’s, Chabrol’s 
characters have mysterious 
cards stacked against them. In 
Une Partie de Plaisir, instead of 
allowing us to see Esther’s devel- 
opment, Chabrol shows Phillipe 
beating Esther, humiliating her, 


forcing her literally to lick his 
feet. This shot is amazingly 
bleak: the screen is masked in 
blackness as a narrow rectangle 
of light reveals Esther kneeling 
and kissing the extended foot. 
The camera dollies back, dis- 
tancing the scene and isolating 
it, lingering over this act of 
degradation. 

Esther and Phillipe are 
doomed by forces Chabrol ap- 
pears to gloat over but declines 
to define. The heart of man is 
black, Chabrol seems to say, un- 
knowable. Hitchcock says much 
the same thing but provides. es- 
cape routes for his characters: 
generally love and/or commit- 
ment. Chabrol is too much the 
satirist, the cynic, to leave these 
avenues open. 

Chabrol’s camera is, through- 
out Une Partie, clinical and de- 
tached. When Esther and Phil- 
lipe lie tensely in bed. together, 
the camera looks down on them, 
panning slowly from right to left, 
pinning them to the bed. In fact, 
the predominant camera angle 
in the film is from above, as if 
the characters were insects on a 
tray. 

This detachment is also re- 
flected in the soundtrack. The 
music is either coolly contra- 
puntal to the images (Mozart is 
heard) or lushly romantic in

ironic opposition to the psychic 
and physical violence (Brahms 
and Beethoven are called into 


_ play). When music is not used, a 


metronome beats maddeningly 
during an understated argu- 
ment. Their daughter is also a 
metronome, counting loudly and 
incessantly as her parents strug- 
gle with their expiring marriage. 

When Esther finally leaves 
Phillipe, monomania leading to 
murder takes hold. It is so Cha- 


brolian, so predictable. As Ken- 


Emerson once jibed (but iron- 
ically), “If consistency is the 


hobgoblin of little minds, Cha- . 


brol is a peabrain.”” Chabrol’s 
lovers almost invariably kill — 
sex, love and death inextricably 
interlaced. In Les Bonnes 
Femmes, a woman is murdered 
as she surrenders to her roman- 
tic fantasies in the shape of a de- 
mon lover on a motorcycle. In 
Les Biches, the character ““Why” 
goes quietly mad and stabs her 
lover. Landru, of course, is about 
death’s blue-eyed boy. Chaplin 
made a film about Bluebeard 
too, and the difference between 
the two is instructive. In Chap- 
lin’s Monsieur Verdoux, Landru 
becomes the vehicle for a poli- 
tical message: “M. Verdoux feels 
that murder is the logical exten- 
sion of business.”” Chaplin as- 
serts that death and war are the 


logical extensions of capitalism. 
Chaplin may be platitudinous, 
but what does Chabrol think of 
his fatal seducer? There is no 
way of knowing. 

Une Partie de Plaisir goes out 
of its way to invite comparison 
with Landru, made in 1962. Both 
Landru and Phillipe are wife- 
murderers (Landru, of course, on 
a grander: scale). In one se- 
quence, Phillipe takes his 
daughter to a wax museum and 
the camera zooms in on the face 
of Landru’s effigy. (This is not 
one of Chabrol’s subtler mo- 
ments, and it is also an homage 


to himself: the face is the mask _ 


Charles Denner used in Lan- 
dru.) Both Landru and Phillipe 
are model fathers. (Chabrol’ s in- 
sistence upon this in Une Partie 
seems a cheap sort of irony.) But 
in 12 years Chabrol seems not to 
have gained any insight, either 
political or psychological, into 
why his characters murder or 
what their killings mean. 

Phillipe, the film’s central 
consciousness, is too compla- 
cent and too obsessed to indulge 
in introspection, and the aud- 
ience can only watch, helpless- 
ly, as his lunacy blossoms. Tow- 
ard the end of the film, Phillipe 
and Esther walk hand in hand 
through a cemetery. He is tel- 
ling her about how beautiful 
their life could be if only she 
would come back to him. But the 
tombstones give the lie to his 
words; he has become nothing 
more ‘than death itself, escort- 
ing his wife to her grave. Cha- 
brol does not grant his charac- 
ters free or even causal will. 
They are trapped by his vision. 

Then again, so is Chabrol. The 
film’s final image is of the slats 
of a window becoming, as the 
camera pulls in, bars. It is a wit- 
ty image that encapsulates Cha- 
brol — an exquisite conceit, dex- 
terously achieved, turns a portal 
into a prison. The windows Cha- 
brol opens all turn inward to a 
predictable darkness. His bour- 
geois sufferers will eat and still 
hunger, fuck and go unfulfilled, 
murder and not know why. 
There is no light behind the eyes, 
no real love.

“It was a time of innocence,” 
the soundtrack announces over 
an opening collage of Norman 
Rockwell paintings. Baby Blue 
Marine, directed by John Han- 
cock (Bang the Drum Slowly), 
aggressively locates itself in a 
nostalgia-drenched era (vide The 
Summer of '42) and associates it- 
self with an artist generally con- 
sidered both sentimental and 
naive. One would think this 
would augur badly, but Baby 
Blue Marine is merely lulling its 
audience into a false feeling of 
security — ah, what a pleasant 
family movie — in order to por- 
tray an America that i is, at best, 
deceptive, at worst, vicious. 


Jan-Michael Vincent is the 
baby blue Marine, a wash-out 
kicked out of bootcamp because

he’s too inept, too gentle to be 
transformed into a killing ma- 
chine. He’s forced to wear a bag- 
gy, powder-blue uniform that 
marks him, in his mind, as a fail- 
ure. On his way home in dis- 
grace, he meets a prematurely 
white-haired Marine who has 
been to the Pacific and envies 
Jan-Michael his baby-blue fa- 
tigues. He envies them so much, 
in fact, that after getting Vin- 
cent drunk, he knocks him out 
and strips him, leaving him the 
“honorable” uniform he wanted 
so badly. 

Vincent continues his trek 
home, hitching rides with old 
men who ask him with palpable 


- bloodlust to recount his exploits 


in battle: “Kill any Japs, son?” 
He finally arrives in a small, 
pretty, typically American town. 
The only thing that makes it 
atypical is the presence of a de- 
tention camp for Japanese- 
Americans. The town is infected 
by war fever and race hatred. A 
sign in a barber’s window reads: 
“Japs Shaved Free: Not Res- 
ponsible for Accidents.” And 
when three harmless Japanese 
youths escape from the camp, 
the town arms itself and pre- 


pares to wage a mini-war of its 
own. 

Running through this simple 
and simply related plot is a love 
story matching Vincent and a 
lovely lunch-counter girl played 
by Glynnis O’Connor. Vincent, 
who has already made his mark 
in the under-rated Buster and 
Billie and in the cult favorite 
White Line Fever, is a purified, 
angst-free James Dean, an ex- 
traordinarily pretty and ex- 
tremely unaffected actor. He and 
O’Connor make a lovely couple, 
which somewhat mitigates the 
fact that their courtship is con- 
ducted at a snail’s pace. 

Baby Blue Marine is marred 
by a Capra-esque, slightly sac- 
charine ending. Actually, the 
ending is downright awful, since 
Hancock cops out on his more 
acid theme. But before the 
bathos comes a great deal that is 
powerful and true. 


Child’s play

VISIONS. A baker’s dozen 
computerized, frame-drawn, 
video-synthesized or other- 
wise animated shorts. At the 
Kenmore. 


If, as advised, you do go stoned 
to this largely early-’"70s com- 
pendium promoting a ‘“‘new kind 
of mind-expanded cinema ... 
offering the latest. ideas and 
techniques,” the pleasures will 


be immediate: your retinas’ 
cones and rods will all get hap- 
pily scrambled. You won’t won- 
der “Oh wow!” at any clever- 
nesses, but the vividly whizzing 
colors, shapes and motions will 
provide moments that are a trip 
— if you recall what those were; 
after all, it is 1976, and the whole 
experience’s nostalgia is strange. 
Your ears get something else, 
however: amazing that people 
advertising themselves as so aes- 
thetically attuned should, with- 
out exception, choose such hor- 
rid music, from Ultimate 
Spinach through harp sweeps 
and other Ravelisms to synthe- 
sized clavinet funk. 

Seen straight and sober, 
though, Visions is mostly a 
bore, the product not of artistic 
decisions but of a new tech- 
nology, finally only as satisfying 
as hours of fast driving or listen- 
ing through headphones.. Much 
has been pre-empted by TV any- 
way: the opening “French Win- 
dows,” 
dancers careering through an in- 
finity of planes, halls and open, 
latticed rooms, has no more 
Sheer Energee than any half- 
dozen panty-hose ads. The two 
computerized light shows (total- 
ing 15 minutes, at least 11 too 
many) by the well-known Jor- 
dan Belson are, tedious repe- 
tition aside, only slightly super- 
ior to old Fillmore East strobe 
projections (I kept looking for 
Grace Slick in the lower corner of 


its multiply drawn male. 


the screen) or the ABC Wide 
World of Mystery moving logos. 
And even though better-drafted 
than what surrounds it (high- 
grade graphics skills are in short 
supply throughout Visions), 
something like “‘A Short History 
of the Wheel” must yield to any- 
thing in the “‘Peter Max in Pep- 
perland”’ genre. 

But even if you’ve not been 
watching tube commercials for 
the last half-decade, you won’t 
be overly intrigued. ‘““Twenty- 
One Cents” and “Room and 
Board” are cornball jokes, funny 
maybe one time, not more. The 
1975 Academy Award-winning 
“Closed Mondays,” and ‘Tour 
d'Ivoire,” two quasi-narratives, 
make light yet shallow points 
about the relationship between 
society and artists. The former 
shares with the Rumanian 
“Icarus” an incredible compul- 
siveness: the hundreds of chang- 
ing expressions on the clay sta- 
tuettes that people this drama 
represent enough labor to keep a 
kindergarten busy for months — 
and each is individually shot. 
This huge effort from tiny in- 
spiration is like nothing so much 
as the neurotically charged play 
of a dull child. And put less 
harshly, that’s one thread com- 
mon to most of the endeavors: a 
fascination with the plasticity of 
the world only a child perceives, 
the “ability” and will to make 
things expand, grow, extend,

The Globe “gossiped’’ re- 
cently that the curtain was 
about to fall forever on Prov- 
idence’s Trinity Square Reper- 
tory Company — which was 
properly dramatic if not entirely 
true. Actually, the curtain is but 
poised like some symbolic guil- 
lotine about to whistle down, 
and the head of Adrian Hall, 
Trinity’s infuriating but often 
brilliant artistic director, lolls 
across the footlights. Doubtless, 
this is bad news for Adrian Hall 
and even worse news for Prov- 
idence, where, as. one citizen 
candidly phrased it, “things are 
dead even with Trinity,” but 
Boston is threatened as well. For 
years, ever since Theatre Com- 
pany of Boston started floun- 
dering, it’s been necessary for 
Bostonians to cross state lines for 
artistic purposes — to partake of 
solidly satisfying, sometimes 
exasperating, often invigorating 
repertory theater of a profes- 
sional caliber. Some 300 Bos- 
tonians are season subscribers to 
Trinity, and a great many more 
make more occasional treks from 
this cultural bastion to li’l ol’ 
Providence, of all places, to eat 
their theater-loving hearts out. 

And, at the risk of sounding 
like some sort of greasepaint 
proselytizer, I must report that 
the current crisis facing Trinity 
Square and Adrian Hall threat- 
ens all regional theaters depen- 
dent on the whims of donors for 
their survival. Trinity Square 
has a track record and a na- 
tional reputation: Clive Barnes 
stays awake there. The com- 
pany, which Hall founded, has 
existed for 12 years, moving 
‘three seasons ago from its orig- 
inal home, a 300-seat converted 
church on Trinity Square, to the 
resplendent Lederer Theatre, a 
two-theater facility carved out of 
a downtown former movie pal- 
ace, the purchase and overhaul 
of which cost over $1.5 million. If 
Trinity can collapse, what then 
are the Boston Rep, Mass Cen- 
ter Rep, Stage One and Cam- 
bridge Ensemble to assume 
about their seemingly more pre- 
carious futures? There is much 
to be learned from the current 
flap in Providence, not only 
about the need in arts manage- 
ment for more sophisticated 
fundraising methods than the 
“good old boy, you give, I give 
and we'll get Joe down at the 
bank to give’’ routine, but also 
about the ominous importance of 
personalities and politicking to 
the survival of the arts. 

The story goes something like 
this: Trinity has been threat- 
ened by its own Executive Board 
of Directors, pending approval 
by a less wieldy 82-member Gen- 


- eral Board, with eviction from 


the Lederer Theatre. The Execu- 
tive Board’s spokesman, chair- 
man Frederic G. Frost Hl, al- 
leges that “lack of community 
support,” as evidenced by the- 
dismal response to a recent ‘“‘an- 
gel campaign’’ to raise money for 
the theater company, rather 
than any personal animosity to- 
ward Hall, is behind its action. 
And they can’t fire Hall even if 
they want to: a year ago, Trin- 
ity’s operation was reorganized 
into two separate entities. The 
Board of Trustees, christened 
the Foundation For Repertory 
Theatre in Rhode Island, is Trin- 
ity’s fundraising arm and owns 
the Lederer Theatre, along with 
its looming $700,000 mortgage. 
Trinity Personna Company, the 
artistic arm of the theater, is 
headed by Adrian Hall, rents the 
Lederer for $1 a year and is re- 
sponsible for its own $900,000 
yearly operating budget. Both 
entities are in debt: Trinity Per- 
sonna to the tune of $110,000 and 
the Foundation for $90,000, 
$16,000 of which is outstanding 
on this year’s $76,000 mortgage

payment. It sounds like a lot, but 
in the cavernous world of thea- 
ter deficits, it’s peanuts. Joe 
Papp’s deficit reportedly rivals 
that of the city of Providence. 
Frost contends that the Foun- 
dation is being pressured by 
creditors, though his book- 
keeper says she hasn’t heard 
about it. He fears that one or 
both of the entities that add up 
to Trinity Square will be taken 
to court, though the general at- 
titude of creditors toward arts or- 
ganizations has always: been to 
swing with them rather than 
force the artists into bankruptcy 
— give them enough rope and 
maybe they’ll tie up a Rocke- 
feller. Due, allegedly, to panic 
over the current fiscal crisis, the 
Executive Board of Trustees re- 
solved in early May to evict 
Trinity Personna from the Led- 
erer and to replace it with an un- 
specified entity, presumably one 
more malleable, more frugal and 
more palatable to big donors who 


have allegedly refused further 
support of Adrian Hall and his 
operation. (The identities of 
these “phantom donors” remain 
a mystery.) 

Frost charges that Hall cares 
more for his considerable na- 
tional reputation than for pleas- 
ing his Providence audience, and 
that he cares not at all for pleas- 
ing the Executive Board, with 
which his relations have been 
strained for some time. One 
source reports that it is, indeed, 
Hall’s abuse of the Board that is 
the real issue, and that the feis- 
ty artistic director has, on occa- 
sion, “‘cut the Board to ribbons” 
and told at least four of its 14 
members they were “stupid.” 
Frost attributes the failure of the 
recent fundraising drive either to 
Hall’s “abrasive” personality or 
to the “outlandishness” of his 
productions. 

It seems unlikely, considering 
that a third of Trinity’s operat- 
ing expenses are met by box of- 


fice receipts and another third 
by public and private grants gar- 
nered, for the most part, on the 
basis of Hall’s reputation, that 
his ouster will make the Lederer 
more “fiscally sound.” The do- 
nors who don’t like him will have 
to cough up a veritable endow- 
ment to make up for what will 
doubtless be lost at the box of- 
fice and, particularly, in grant 
money. It is, however, very like- 
ly that under new, more docile 
management, ‘there will be no 
more alleged ‘fag plays” (Hall’s 
recent production of Eustace 
Chisholm and The Works, adap- 
ted from the novel by James Pur- 
dy, stirred up some controversy 
but reportedly sold more tickets 
than the “safe” Seven Keys To 
Baldpate), male nudity, or don- 
nybrooks in which the artistic di- 
rector, in a snit, tells the trus- 
tees they’re a bunch of yoyos. 
As originally resolved by the 
Executive Board, the question of 
whether to evict Trinity from the 


Helen Hayes, acknowledged 
First Lady of the American 
Theater, was prematurely if de- 
servedly eulogized at the Shu- 
bert Theatre last weekend, 
giving Brahmins and dallying 
mummers alike a chance to 
dress up and pretend they were 
attending the Academy Awards 
ceremony or some-such. This 
opportunity came courtesy of 
the Massachusetts Center 
Repertory Company, which 
awakened from a year of dor- 
mancy to stage the Hayes fete 
and was rewarded with be- 
coming, at least for an even- 
ing, the toast of tout Boston. 

The Event, organized by 
MCRC’s producing director, 
Janice Cashell, whom the gra- 
cious Miss Hayes aptly des- 
cribed as “courageous to the 
point of audacity,” was loosely 
‘tied to the lustrous 50-year 
Hayes career and musically 
punctuated by the boing-boing 

- of Newton Wayland’s Great All 
American Music Machine, the 
D’Oyly Carte Opera Company 
on leave from the Colonial, and 
crooning interlopers from a 
New York-based Harold Arlen 
revue. There were, more to the 
point, readings of Hayes favor- 
ites by second or third ladies of 
the American Theatre, Col- 
leen Dewhurst, Julie Harris

and Rosemary Harris. Sylvia 
Sidney and Anne Jackson were 
on hand as script-readers and 
glitter-lenders, Elliot Norton 
and Arthur Fiedler put in ap- 
pearances, and Theodore Bikel, 
President of Actors Equity, was 
present on film. 

Unstinting in her willing- 
ness to support young actors, 
Miss Hayes lent her presence 
and luster to this Tribute in 
order to help the Massachu- 
setts Center Rep, and help she 
did. Cashell reports that the 
group made little money on the 
benefit (expenses were sub- 
stantial and much of the audi- 

i 


ence was: composed of moo- 
chers), but the publicity was 
invaluable. Much of a dispar- 
aging nature has been said 
about Mass Center Rep’s intro- 
ductory production, but I think 
it’s time we stopped flogging 
Cashell for Love Me, Love My 
Children. The woman made a 
lulu of a mistake with a bum 
play. Her projected season for 
next fall, however, if safe is 
solid, including Three Penny 
Opera and The Seagull. 
Cashell has certainly proved 
her tenacity, and time will tell 
what else she has to sell. 
—C.C. 
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Lederer would have been voted 
upon by the General Board on 
June 3. Such a brouhaha was 
raised, however, by the com- 
pany — which placed an ad in 
the Providence Journal-Bul- 
letin declaring its unanimous re- 
fusal to work in the Lederer un- 
der new management and then 
launched its own “grass-roots” 
fundraising campaign — that an 
Executive Board member, Mil- 
ton Stanzler, proposed an 
amendment delaying the final 
showdown until July 22, before 
which both the Foundation and 
the Trinity Company will at- 
tempt to raise $90,000 to avert 
the “immediate” crisis. A stale- 
mate, then, has been reached in 
the power struggle, and like an 
estranged couple, the Founda- 
tion and Trinity Personna are 
launching separate — and bit- 
ter — campaigns for bucks and 
community support. 

Adrian Hall himself, who was 
holed up in his hometown of 
Vann, Texas, while all these his- 
trionics went on, returned to 
Providence only this week. (Evi- 
dently, Vann is a teensy place 
with just one phone operator 
who, after monitoring Hall’s 
calls, formed the impression that 
he was on trial for murder or 
something.) The much-maligned 
director issued a statement last 
Wednesday implicitly calling for 
the abdication of Frost and his 
allies. He referred to them as “a 
small group of revolutionaries” 
whose purge plan had failed to 
take into account the “unpre- 
cedented solidarity” of the thea- 
ter company and the ground- 
swell of community support pre- 
cipitated by the crisis itself. Hall 
hopes, of course, that the Foun- 
dation will manage between now 
and the July 22 deadline to raise 
the money it originally pledged 
to his company. Frost contends 
that nothing was “guaranteed” 
and that the Board merely prom- 
ised to try to raise $125,000. Hall 
insists that Trinity plans a 13th 
season in Providence, even if he 
has to go back to the church 
where it all began. 

Despite the serious financial 
issues, this whole skirmish 
comes down to a conflict of ar- 
tist/patron egos. Hall concedes 
that if he were ‘‘a different sort of 
person” the hostilities might 
have been avoided — i.e., if he 
were the type to humor the 
Board in its desire to play pro- 
ducer, and held hands at cock- 
tail parties with wealthy scions 
of Rhode Island. But Hall is be- 
wildered by the charge that he 
doesn’t care about Providence: 
he claims he rejected the notion 
of a national Save Trinity cam- 
paign, believing that if the thea- 
ter experience were robbed of its 
essence, the “eyeball-to-eyeball 
confrontation with its commun- 
ity,” it would lose half its vi- 
brancy. Slated this summer to 
direct Ibsen’s Enemy of the 
People at the Guthrie in Min- 
neapolis, Hall cracked that 
amidst this turmoil he’s de- 
veloped a new feeling for the 
play. 

It is to be hoped that between 
now and the postponed show- 
down the Executive Board will 
squirt a little Bactine on its col- 
lective ego and sidle up to po- 
tential donors who do not ex- 
pect to buy some sort of artistic 
control or veto power with their 
contributions. As for Adrian 
Hall, he might be sweeter and 
cease licking the angels with a 
sulfuric tongue. But as to relin- 
quishing artistic control of Trin- 
ity or altering what is already a 
tacitly balanced repertoire to in- 
clude more shlock and less 
shock, he’d be better off, as some 
detractors have snidely sugges- 
ted, teaching high school drama 
in Vann, Texas. At least it would 
be brave high school drama, and 
the stakes wouldn’t be so high.

When was the last time you 
ventured to your local watering 
place for a quiet Sunday night 
libation and walked in to find a 
6’8” chap in a full beard, morn- 
ing coat and white tie entertain- 
ing a crowd of blotto flannels 
(there hasn’t been as much facial 
hair in one room since the last 
House of David baseball team 
banquet) with a sousaphone 
rendition of “Tea For Two” 
while tap dancing? As some- 
thing of a testament to the time- 
worn dictum that truth can most 
assuredly be stranger than fic- 
tion, Dale Michaels enlivens the 
Sunday Talent Nights at the Inn 
Square Men’s bar with this and 
similarly inspired tomfoolery in 
his dual roles as performer and 
interlocutor. 

But the 24-year old Michaels 
(“I'll be 25 on Halloween’’), who 
came to Boston from Chicago 
two years ago, is no mere man- 
mountain of a mountebank, al- 
beit one of the most naturally 
funny individuals to settle here- 
abouts in some time. He is, in 
fact, a classically trained musi- 
cian on French horn, trumpet 
and string bass, and the author, 
under the pseudonym of “Ms. 
Julia Sanders’’ (‘‘Her letters 
have appeared in such varied 
publications as Gripe and Home 
Hobbyist,” reads the back cover 
blurb), of Bleach Bottle Bou- 
tique, the definitive volume on 
the multitudinous ways in which 
an empty bleach bottle can be 
put to utilitarian or decorative 
purposes.

Dale was also a cultural agent 
provocateur of sorts, organizing 
the First Annual Malediction 
Match, a cursing competition 
which attracted some of the most 
imaginative execrators in the 
Windy City. And he managed to 
find time on his rather full social 
calendar to paint the portrait of 
former first baseman bon vivant 
Joe Pepitone, as well as to draw 
and widely distribute a series of 
posters lampooning Guru Maha- 
raj Ji, the pudgy, adolescent 
“Perfect Master.” 

These days, Michaels is an in- 
veterate junk collector who en- 
joys taking leisurely strolls 
around Cambridge each Tues- 
day night to poke through sun- 
dry refuse (“I found my sousa- 
phone in someone’s trash, not to 
mention a 1925 Massachusetts 
driver’s license, a wicker rock- 
ing chair, and some 50-year old 
cigarettes,” he proudly notes), 
and a part-time designer, illus- 
trator and photostat technician 
at Cambridge’s Art Related 
Technology, Inc. (ART). 

His first love, however, is 
comedy. Dale cites Spike Jones 
and Jack Benny as two of his 
favorite humorists, and his 
comedic approach incorporates 
Jones’s musical dementia and 
Benny’s sense of timing. Treat- 
ing his sousaphone with the 
same mock sobriety as Benny 
did his violin, Michaels an- 
nounces, poker-faced, ‘‘And 
now, a few selections from ‘PAG- 
li-acci.’” 

When he is not introducing the

moaners and earnest folk singers 
who troop onto the Inn Square 
bandstand on Sunday eves, 
Michaels has several spots dur- 
ing which he elicits guffaws with 
his sousaphone recitals and sur- 
realistic stunts. For a time he 
was given to performing Rim- 
sky-Korsakov’s challenging 
“Flight of the Bumblebee” on 
such miscellaneous instruments 
as three-speed bike, coin 
changer, balloon (a virtuoso axe 
previously mastered only by the 
redoubtable Yusef Lateef) and 
mechanical mop, a la Spike 
Jones. But in recent weeks his 
act has been moving in a more 
vaudevillian direction. 

Aside from his “Tea For Two” 
sousaphone tap dance (during 
which he tapped in tandem with 
a top-hatted female assistant),

Dale also balanced a cane on the 
tip of his nose on the same mem- 
orable evening while the young 
woman fed him a spoonful of 
either vanilla ice cream or yogurt 
and someone played a dramatic 
drum roll from the back of the 
room. A-bit later, Michaels once 
more attempted to better the 
world’s record for punching one’s 
way out of a paper bag. Looking 
like a pugilistic ghost as he 
thrashed about inside the sack, 
which he had constructed, Dale 
was again unable to extricate 
himself from the flimsy bag. The 
mark still secure at 57 seconds, 
Michaels promised his cheering 
fans that he would make another 
go at it next week. 

But the quintessence of this 
man’s considerable talent re- 
mains his sousaphone sorcery. 
The cumbersome instrument 
coiled around his towering frame 
like some brass-plated king 
snake, Michaels, who from a dis- 
tance looks like young Mr. Lin- 
coln anachronistically returned 
from the Napoleonic cam- 
paigns, what with his beard, 
wire-rimmed spectacles, and 
soiled tri-color sash draped 
diagonally across his chest, pre- 
sented a delightfully incon- 
gruous figure. Then, too, the son- 
ority of a sousaphone, with its 
frequently doleful and down- 
right flatulent timbres, as it 
solos on Brahms’s “Lullabye” 
over the din of a saloon, is very 
amusing indeed. 

Not content simply to re-work 
his routines each week, Dale 
Michaels is continually invent- 
ing new visual gags, skits and 
shtick, as well as adding to a 
repertoire that is not tradi- 
tionally associated with the 
noble sousaphone. “One thing 
I've been thinking about,” he 
confided, “is an on-stage duel 
that will suddenly come about 
when someone in the audience 
goes too far in insulting my 
sousaphone playing. The wea- 


confronta- 
tion is resolved. Suffice to say 
that, in the admonitory words of 
Archie Bell and the Drells, 
“there’s gonna be a showdown” 
at the Inn Square Men’s Bar one 
Sunday night real soon. 

Odds and ends: Finally and at 
long last, Fox Pass’s debut 
single, “I Believed” b/w “Prized 
Possession,” is available on 
Paradise records.

Also 
back from triumphant travels 
are the Infliktors, whose one- 
niter at Max’s Kansas City in 
NYC was such a hit you’d have 
thought Grover Whelan himself 
was leading the cheers... . . And 
speaking of Max’s, Mick Fremer,

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Emanon: Yusef long- playing record

Two recent musical exper- 
iences — one at the Jazz Work- 
shop, one on record — with 
Yusef Lateef have stirred a re- 
sponse I have often felt in the 
past. A set by the quartet Lateef 
has led for over five years once 
again convinced me that, as a 
group, this band has few peers in 
current jazz; after hearing the 
first albums made under La- 
teef’s name, two 1957 sessions re- 
issued as Morning (Savoy), my 
warm yet by no means over- 
whelming response to the music 
itself is still overcome by a con- 
tinuing awe at one of the longest 
and most extensive recording 
careers in the music’s history. 

In addition to Lateef on tenor 
sax, oboe (which he did not play 
on the night of review), a slew of 
flutes and assorted exotic in- 
struments, this decade’s version 
of the Lateef quartet features 
Kenny Barron on piano, Bob 
Cunningham on bass and Albert 
Kuumba ‘“Tootie’’ Heath on 
drums. This doesn’t sound like 
the most innovative or com- 
manding group of musicians cur- 
rently operating. Indeed, judg- 
ing from the odd and generally 
indifferent results of recent 
Atlantic Lateef albums, there 
are many serious jazz listeners 
who might never consider going 
to hear this band in person. The 
high quality of the group’s live 
music can be explained by cli- 
ches and truisms, for in this in- 
stance the easy explanations are 
true: the range and intensity so 
common in the foursome’s infre- 
quent Jazz Workshop appear- 
ances haven’t been approached 
when they attempt on record to 
go gimmicky or commercial; and 
the commitment manifested in 


holding together an acoustic, 
club-working jazz combo 
throughout the ’70s is the quar- 
tet’s greatest strength. 

Neither Lateef nor any of his 
associates has the kind of repu- 
tation with the general public 
that guarantees steady work, 
and each member has no choice 
but to actively pursue creative 
opportunities outside the 
quartet. Albert Heath spends 
much of his time living and per- 
forming in Europe, while Barron 
has become one of the most in 
demand accompanists on the 
contemporary studio scene (re- 
cent appearances have found 
him behind Sonny Fortune, Jon 
Faddis and James Moody). La- 
teef gives much of his time to 
academics, as both an instruc- 
tor of music on the college level 
and as a candidate for a PhD in 
education. Perhaps it is this var- 
iety of other projects that pre- 
vents staleness within the quar- 
tet, for the stimulation these 
men find in blowing with each 
other is as obvious as their 
mutual respect. The commit- 
ment to the group identity goes 
beyond music to such related 
projects as Something Else, a 
book of poetry, short fiction and 
essays authored jointly by La- 
teef, Barron, Cunningham and 
Heath in 1973 and sold at all of 
their gigs. (And a quirky, un- 
precedented collection it is, with 
much of the eccentricity of their 
recordings. The book is avail- 
able for $2.45 from PO Box 1110, 
Peter Stuyvesant Station, NYC 
10009.) 

Substantial feature space for 
each member of the rhythm 
section is one means of getting 
across the collective spirit. 
Bassist Cunningham often fa- 


vors simple, no-nonsense lines in 
both support and solo, as he did 
in his Jazz Workshop spot, 
drummer Roy Brooks’s “Evan- 
esce”’; but the simple soul tune 
was raised to a level of elegance 
when Cunningham picked up his 
bow for an extended passage. 
The sound he produced had a 
warmth and fullness rare among 
jazz bassists (Kuumba’s brother 
Percy Heath is one of the few 
others who command such at-

tention when using the bow), 
while the contrast inherent in 
legato bowing and increasingly 
rapid linear fragments gave the 
solo an attractive sense of ad- 
venture. 

Albert Heath, youngest mem- 
ber of an illustrious jazz family 
(saxophonist/composer Jimmy is 
also part of the clan) has grown 
in the past two decades from a 
good post-bop drummer to an 
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able in numerous playing situa- 
tions. His composition “Dunia,” 
which contained several long 
solo passages, impressed with 
stamina and imaginative var- 
iety, but Heath was at his best 
behind the solos of Lateef and 
Barron. Often he would orches- 
trate entire choruses of support, 
with fully developed percussive 
patterns, in the manner of the 
best comping pianists. The 
smiles on the soloists’ faces as 
Heath offered chorus after 
chorus of such intelligent back- 
ing suggested that he was doing 
much more than simply draw- 
ing on a fixed bag of pre-planned 
phrases. 
Kenny Barron is an invalu- 
able second man, both as com- 
poser and pianist. Like Heath, 
he came out of Philadelphia at a 
time when that city was spin- 
ning out a long list of important 
players (Coltrane, Tyner, Lee 
Morgan, Shepp, many more), 
and he brings a personal and 
identifiable lyricism to. the in- 
tense energy so common to Phil- 
adelphians. He also seems to 
direct the many shifts of mood 
the band favors—one of his un- 
titled originals found him mov- 
ing from boppish arpeggios 
through gentle Latin chords and 
unaccompanied bass-clef rum- 
bles to wild clusters reminiscent 
of Cecil Taylor, only to conclude 
in uptempo swinging. “‘Body and 
Soul,” his solo feature, allowed 
Barron to show his respect for 
stride and Art Tatum, as well as 
his own unmistakable chordal 
voicings. Execution occasion- 
ally gets the better of content in 
a Barron solo, but such lapses 
are infrequent. 
Lucifer (Muse), Barron’s most

The Rolling Thunder Review 
may be best remembered as Bob 
Dylan’s most daring comeback 
maneuver, but its most inspired 
surprise was its most anomalous 
member. (No, I don’t mean Joni 
Mitchell.. With her chic beret, 
studied elegance and barracuda 
lips, she was an ice cube unto 
herself.) I’m talking about the 
champ in the regulation folkie t- 
shirt and worn blue jeans. The 
man was visually swallowed up 
in the ragged company, but 
when he ripped into the guitar 
lead on “It’s a Hard Rain,” eyes 
widened. My companion gasped, 
“It’s ‘Jean Genie.’” The pat- 
ented riff from the Bowie song 
was the property of the group’s 
token glitter rocker: Mick Ron- 
son, 

Rolling Thunder’s legion crew 
had the ’60s and the West Vil- 
lage stamped_all over it. But 
Ronson kept slamming molten 
Anglo riffs through the Yankee 
hoedowns. The Jeff Beck- 
schooled licks weren’t an unner- 


ving distraction, however; in-: 


stead they added an unexpected 
spice of novelty and grace to Dyl- 
an and Baez’s familiar chest- 
nuts. ; 

The unusual agglomeration 
also spotlit Ronson. As he told 
me, “It gives me a different 
sound. If J play-real loud and 
hard while the others are play- 
ing under their influence, it 
makes me sound different, even 
when I’m playing the same. I like 
the chemistry, because it’s a dif- 
ferent formula. You wouldn’t 
think to mix country-folk and 
English-rock, but when you do it 
makes a strange combination.” 
Strange, and for Ronson unfore- 
seen. 

On March 24, 1973, Mick Ron- 
son turned 27 in Los Angeles, He 
was lead guitarist on David Bow- 
ie’s Ziggy Stardust tour. In 


March of 1974, he was pushing a 


solo career in four-inch platform 
heels. On his birthday in 1975 he 
was on the road with the former 
lead singer from Mott the 
Hoople in the Hunter/Ronson 
Band. In March 1976, Ronson 
celebrated his 30th birthday on 
stage at New York’s Other End 
club. There he joined in with 
Bobby Neuwirth’s bar band, who 
launched into an off-key rendi- 
tion of “Happy Birthday” as 
soon as he strapped on his gui- 
tar. Ronson, now a charter mem- 
ber of the Rolling Thunder Re- 
view, had just flown in from LA, 
where he had been finishing pro- 
duction chores on ex-Byrd Roger 
McGuinn’s solo Ip. 

_ Ronson chalks up this radical 
change of partners to pure luck. 
An unplanned encounter with 
Neuwirth led to a meeting with 
Dylan that coincided with the 
Rolling Thunder brainstorming. 
Ronson remembers nearly turn- 
ing down Neuwirth’s offer to join 
the tour. “I can hardly believe it 
now, but he had to come over 
and convince me. At first it 
sounded so. vague and uncer- 
tain.” In fact, the alliance en- 
ded a period of personal confu- 
sion and uncertainty that Ron- 
son says began with the breakup 
of Bowie & the Spiders from 
Mars. 

Ronson has always worked 
best as a technician and side- 
man to stars. As producer, ar- 
ranger and guitarist for David 
Bowie, Lou. Reed, Mott the 
Hoople and Ian Hunter, he was 
glitter rock’s secret weapon, the 
man who stood beside the men 
who ran the soft machines. The 
end of the Spiders left Ronson 
without a front man. 

As he recalls, “I think Tony 
[De Fries, then Bowie and the 
Spiders’ manager] saw things 
getting bitter with David and the 
band, and he wanted to create, 
like with the Beatles, a big an-

nouncement and then people not 
playing. When David first told 
me, I was surprised, because 
nothing was planned for after- 
wards. David wanted to write, 
but I got a bit disturbed at not 
working. Tony said, ‘Why don’t 
you do a solo?’ It was just some- 
thing to do.” 

Ronson admits that his solo 
career, which at first sounded 
like fun, soon became a chore. 
He wasn’t cit out to go it alone. 
The solution was to join Mott the 
Hoople, but the band broke up 
shortly after his arrival and Ron- 
son went to work producing Ian 
Hunter’s sadly overlooked solo 
debut. The two next mounted a 
joint tour that was abbreviated 
due to poor ticket sales. “The 
whéle thing was very poorly 
planted,” Ronson says, “and I 
wasn’t¢really into my solos. I 
didn’t/relate to what I was sing- 
ing. was never a firm de- 
cision teseadien and me to call 
it quits — it sort of fell together 
and fell apart.” 

‘It was during these doldrums 
that Ronson discovered Green- 


wich Village’s The Other End }- 


and a musician with tunes as in- 
teresting as those of his ex-crony 
Bowie. “Folk music,” Ronson 
grinned, “nobody listened to. I 
always listened to the Stones, 
Zeppellin, the rest. I'd never 
been a big fan of Dylan’s; I'd 
never listened to his records or 
seen him perform. When I first 
saw Bob perform I got blown 
away, just got smacked. When I 
started playing the tunes, I 
really loved some of them. It’s all 
different, real refreshing — like 
when I first started learning to 
play. I’m still coming to grips 
with it, ’cause I'll never get the 
real feel for it.” 

The Rolling Thunder rehear- 
sals must have seemed a trial by 
fire to a lad who couldn’t hum 
the chorus to “Blowin’ in the 
Wind” and didn’t have a clue to 
the chords for “Lay, Lady, Lay.” 
“We went in and did like 150 
numbers in 10 hours, straight 
through,” Ronson explained. “I 
thought there’d be a set of num- 
bers and we’d try to get them 
right, but there were so many 
there’was no way. I was a bit 
worried, but they gave me en- 
couragement by not saying any- 
thing. If I'd been playing a few 
notes and everybody’s eyes had 
been on me, I would’ve died on 


the spot. But everybody was so 
easygoing: I’d look to T-Bone 
Burnett for chords, and some- 
times he wouldn’t know.” 

_ The crash course took Ronson 
by surprise. “I’ve enjoyed other 
music, but this was the first 
thing I’d enjoyed for a long time. 
It was like a breath of fresh air, 
not even close to what I’ve been 


doing — miles away. It was. 


really coming to American mu- 
sic from English music, and real 
American music, not disco but 
country.” 

Ronson may owe his inventive 
augmentations of Dylan’s stan- 
dard tunes to his ignorance of the 
originals. He has yet to hear any 
of Dylan’s vinyl versions of “It’s 
a Hard Rain.” When I asked 


“about his solo, Ronson ex- 


plained, “Dylan started that 
tempo off. I’d never heard the 
song, so I just thought that’s how 
it went. If people can hear the 
difference, ['d rather leave it 
that way.” 

Ronson reckons that a lot of 
that valuable difference would 


dissolve if he ever forsook his 
roots. “I don’t want to become a 
real American musician,” he 
said. “There are too many of 
them and most of them sound 
the same to me. I like playing 
with them as long as I stay solid 
English. If I can keep that Eng- 
lish attitude, it works to play 
with them, but if I lost it, we’d 
all sound the same.” 

Ronson realizes that this road 
tour is only an interlude. “‘Rol- 
ling Thunder couldn’t go on for- 
ever. It’s had me hanging around 
loose now, but good times come 
to an end.” That terminal rush 
has apparently produced a hun- 
gry high, like a dying man’s sud- 
den thirst for his fast fading life. 

“It was an amazing atmos- 
phere,” Ronson said of the first 
leg. “‘After a five-hour gig, people 
would sit around in the hotel and 
play another five hours. There’s 
always food and drink, and ev- 
ery night everybody hung out. 
We were spoiled rock ’n’ roll 
stars and we loved it. Now if this 
was a group with a two-month 
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Rolling Ronson:Mad Yanks and Englishman 


tour, an album due, then a three- 
month tour, it would’ve got 
tired. But with only a five-week 
stretch, everybody partied as 
much as they could, ’cause it was 
ending. After that first tour en- 
ded, I went into a terrible de- 
pression: After all that excite- 
ment, I didn’t know what to do 
with myself.” 


Ronson’s plans for the future 
are flexible. “Right now I’m up 
for playing with anybody, be- 
cause I’ve never done that be- 
fore. I enjoy freelancing, but one 
day I'd like to be in a band. 
Right now I’m observing.” 


He is dubious about re-form- 
ing with Bowie and the Spiders, 
but not about playing with Dav- 
id. “I feel very lucky that I didn’t 
get trapped into just playing 
with David,” he explained, “but 
the days with the Spiders were 
fab. Every time I’d get dressed 
up, I'd get into it, check my rib- 
bons, always worried that my 
makeup was all right. I couldn’t 
go back to it, though. None of us 
could. It’s been done. If it was re- 
vived again it wouldn’t be the 
same. It would be wrong to dig it 
up. I'd like to play with David 
again, though. He’s clever, good 
— a real artist. But it would 

S$ have to be loose-ish. I couldn’t be 
o just like backing guitarist.” 


One idea Ronson toys with is 
“to produce a really red-hot Eng- 
lish band that hasn’t done a rec- 
ord yet, that nobody’s heard of.” 
He also talks of recording again, 
perhaps with some of his Rolling 
Thunder mates. Ronson may be 
a long time finding another line- 
up as congenial as Rolling Thun- 
der, but he seems determined to 
build on his newly won fame, 
and never to be trapped, like the 
other ex-Spiders, in an attempt 
to resuscitate a dead group. 

-“T hate dragging the past 
around,” he noted. “The only 
way is to go forward. From here 
on it’s gotta be big or little. I 
can’t stand mediocre things. I 
either want to sling on me t-shirt 
and be down at the Other End, 
or doing it right on tour — no- 
thing in between, never again. I 
either want to be a somebody or 
nobody, because I am a some- 
body and I’m going to stay a 
somebody. I can afford to be a 
nobody. Now, if there were a nu- 
clear war and no more rock ’n’ 
roll and nobody could be a some- 
body, I wouldn’t mind. But as 
things are, I don’t intend to give 
it up.”

Steve Miller Band: FLY LIKE 
AN EAGLE (Capitol) 

Roger McGuinn: CARDIFF

A case can be made for the 
Byrds’ having been the best 
American band ever, or at least 
the most truly native. And the 
Steve Miller Band’s shimmer- 
ing, aerodynamic trip-rock, with 
its smooth incorporation of 
blues, country and R&B, has 
been shamelessly cannibalized 
but never bettered or even du- 
plicated. In retrospect, one can 
see a parallel development, an 
ethos shared in spirit if not in 
letter. At roughly the same 
times, both Miller and Byrd man 
Roger McGuinn were fixated, 
variously, on outer space, 
country music, stardom, na- 
ture, outlaws, etc., etc. In one 
case, the preoccupations were fil- 
tered through San Francisco’s 
druggy and rather antiquated ro- 
manticism, and in the other, 
sheathed in the passionless mo- 
dernity of life in LA. The space 
cowboy and the Lear-jet pilot, to 
put it simplistically. 

When their bands collapsed 
after remarkably long lives, both 
leaders tottered off to start 
again, solo. Miller has been kid- 
ding himself along under the 
Steve Miller Band’s tatty ban- 
ner, finally coming up, a couple 
of years ago, with “The Joker,” 
successful but a travesty of 
Miller’s real talents. Fly Like an 
Eagle is several steps in the right 
direction, but no triumph. The 
second side is too grim for words: 
a smarmy cover of “You Send 
Me,” Free’s “All Right Now” riff 
stolen outright, some lackadai- 
sical blues noodling, a narcotiz- 
ing overdose of cuteness, and 
“Take the Money and Run” 
(appropriately enough), the cal- 
culated and charmless single. 
However, most of the first side is 
clear, strong and moving, its 
occasional banalities redeemed 
by a sweet-spirited optimism. 
It’s the most honest and forth- 
right rock Miller’s laid down in 
ages, and quite deliberately rem- 
iniscent of the earlier, spacier 
era. On the whole, though, 
there’s too much trash on this 
disc; and Miller is still figuring 
angles when he ought to be 
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playing the knobs off his guitar. 

Cardiff Rose also is, to an ex- 
tent, redolent of McGuinn’s past 
efforts, but I think that’s due to 
the force of his personality and to 
the iconic power of that unmis- 
takable voice. I’ve found his solo 
albums, particularly the later 
two, a little on the dry side of 
thrilling, but Rose is terrific. Im- 
mediately apparent are the 
benefits of regular performance: 
the band here is made up of 
McGuinn’s pals from the Rol- 
ling Thunder outfit, and their 
ease together gives the music a 
hot, solid punch which no pick- 
up band can throw. Bassist Rob 
Stoner and especially guitarist 
Mick Ronson (who also pro- 
duced) are superb. Rob himself 
sounds happy and excited; this is 
the newest-sounding music he’s 
made in many a moon. The 
songs are mostly McGuinn- 
Jacques Levy originals, plus a 
Dylan tune and Joni Mitchell’s 
“Dreamland.”’ Though the hard- 
rocking ‘““Take Me Away,” “Rock 
and Roll Time,” and the Mit- 
chell number (!) are the most 
gripping, it’s silly to discrimi- 
nate, because there ain’t a tur- 
key track on the album. Unlike 
Miller, McGuinn seems never to 
have stopped trusting what he 
wants to do; the fact that he 
takes such obvious pleasure in 
the music on Rose makes it even 
easier for the rest of us to do the 
same.

WARREN ZEVON (Asylum) 

At first Warren Zevon may in- 
duce a shudder of East Coast 
chauvinism. Sometimes the LA 
style seems so alien I wonder if 
you have to take some new drug 
to appreciate it. Connoisseurs of 
surface, songwriters in the LA 
tradition try to preserve a cow- 
boy’s innocence behind the seen- 
it-all pose of a big-city dude. 
Classic examples are John David 
Souther and the Eagles, whose 
languid gamblers and outlaws 
bear about as much relation to 
real people as do their counter- 
parts on the silver screen. 

Bands of innocent toughs 
haunt Warren Zevon’s songs, 
too. He attempts the kind of 
double-edged dramatic mono- 
logues Randy Newman has per- 
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fected, but he lacks Newman’s 
passionately accurate ear for dia-. 
logue and musical nuance. In the 
best tradition of movie-land, 
Zevon’s hard-drinking, gun- 
toting farmer and junkie de- 
prived of methadone by a cal- 
lous state are merely carica- 
tures. They speak with all the 
self-importance of figures in a 
myth, but with little of the truth. 

Zevon is more comfortable 
(and far.more convincing) with 
songs about hanging out in LA. 
His best work is an intriguing 
combination of the sophistica- 
ted and the naive. Hollywood 
hotel-hoppers and women with a 
taste for kinky sex dance to the 
accompaniment of slender folk 
tunes. ‘“‘Desperadoes Under the 
Eaves,” “‘Poor, Poor, Pitiful Me” 


and ‘“Mohammed’s Radio” all 


reveal the wounded innocence in 
the heart of the professional 
cynic. Against this sort of emo- 
tional complexity, the unclut- 
tered melodies sound smooth 
and almost articulate. 

Zevon’s good effects are subtle 
and best appreciated after more 
than one listening. He is ca- 
pable of creating evocative 
moods and memorable images. 
But in an effort to make Zevon’s 
music conform to current tastes, 
producer Jackson Browne has 
allowed thoughtless arrange- 
ments to dominate the album. 
The fancy licks and harmonies 
only make the melodies sound 
weaker than they are. By

drowning out the subleties of 
Zevon’s solo voice and piano, 
and by imposing a genial “we're 
all friends picking and singing 
together” spirit on songs ex- 
ploring the varieties of aliena- 
tion, the production does for Ze- 


von’s talent ‘what Bonanza did 


for sibling rivalry — belies its 


existence.

IRA SULLIVAN (Horizon) 

When it rains, it pours. If the 
jazz recording boom were merely 
giving support to creators of the 
new music, it would be enough; 
or if the industry decision- 
makers had quit after putting 
classics from the past back into 
circulation, we could be satis- 
fied. But now we’re getting the 
long-unheard jazz legends as 
well — not just Braxton and 
Cecil Taylor, or Bird and Herbie 
Nichols, but John Handy and 
Joe Turner and Ira Sullivan. 

The recent revivals present a 
mixed bag that alternately scut- 
tles and satisfies our expecta- 
tions. Alto saxophonist John 
Handy, after a decade of 
teaching in San Francisco, is re- 
duced to half-hearted pop pan- 
dering on Hard Work (Impulse); 
Joe Turner — the pianist, not 
the singer — returns from several 
decades in Europe to dazzle with 
bravura pianistics marred only 
by a sense of fixed routine on 
Another Epoch — Stride Piano 
(Pablo). If only for the growth it 
documents, Ira Sullivan’s al- 
bum is the most impressive. 
Though far from perfect, it does 
indicate that the elusive multi- 
instrumentalist is as unpredic- 
table as ever. | 

Sullivan came up in Chicago 


’ during the ’50s and carries one of 


the most intriguing legends in 
jazz history. Self-taught, equally 
proficient on trumpet and saxo- 
phones, Sullivan was the man 
Charlie Parker invited to New 
York shortly before Bird’s death; 
the first Caucasian to gig with 
the Jazz Messengers; the man 
who preferred to keep a low pro- 
file in Chicago and play music on 
his own terms. His few record- 
ings, primarily on small jazz 
labels, have always been more 
respected than known, and since 
he moved to Miami in 1962, 
Sullivan’s work basically has 
been unavailable (one inspired 
1966 album is out of print). Now 
he appears, primarily on so- 
prano sax and flute, with a group 
of complementary and similarly 
transplanted Chicagoans. 
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Expansive variety is still one 
of Sullivan’s strengths, together 
with impeccable instrumental 
execution. Here we get a sense of 
how he builds melodic state- 
ments that swing through an ar- 
ray. of traditional techniques 
(“Jitterbug Waltz”), of his lyri- 
cal sensitivity (“Dove”), and of 
the ease with which he has adop- 
ted more open-ended improvi- 
sational forms (Purples, Violets 
and Blues,” “Slightly Arched’’). 
Also evident is the abstract (but 
not bombastic) guitar of Joe 
Diorio. All of this is good so far as 
it goes, but the set as a whole is a 
bit too restrained and pretty. 
Fewer duets, less emphasis on 
flute, and some extended space 
for Sullivan to cook on trumpet 
and tenor (one of his Chicago 
fans has informed me that re- 
cent tapes reveal he is still quite 
a hard blower) would make a 
stronger second album. Ira 
Sullivan is a most welcome re- 
entry, however, with John 
Snyder’s production up to the 
high norm he has quickly estab- 
lished for A&M?’s young jazz 
label. Who would have thought, 
by the way, that so much excel- 
lent jazz would be emanating 
from the house that the Tijuana 
Brass built?

There’s always something cul- 
turally declasse about greatest 
hits albums. How can apprecia- 
tion be passionate or deep, in the 
post-Sgt. Pepper era, if you’re 
willing to listen to songs torn 
from their contexts and strung 
together by some money-grub- 
bing record company creating 
the musical equivalent of the 
Reader’s Digest? Well, no such 
compunction should put anyone.

Celluloid Heroes, a selection of 
their RCA work over the last four 
years. This period has been so 
full of aural chaff from the Kinks 
that a sifting out of the few ker- 
nels is welcome. (If, however, 
you hunger for the real cream of 
the Kinks’ crop, check out The 
Kinks’. Greatest Hits on Re- 
prise, which contains the early 
cave-man rockers like 
Really Got Me,” or The Kinks 
Kronikles for the more complex 
middle-period stuff like ‘“Water- 
loo Sunset” and “Lola.” Wisely, 
neither the dull Schoolboys in 
Disgrace nor the often tedious 
Preservation saga is represented 
on Greatest, and you get the gem 
‘Celluloid Heroes’’ without 
having to wade through the un- 
even double Ip Everybody’s In 
Showbiz. 

Certainly, nothing on Greatest 
equals past glories, but Ray 
Davies is remarkable for his 
ability to avoid self-parody while 
indulging in so much self- 
plagiarism. The old themes are 
ubiquitous here — the pleasures 
of sunny indolence, the evils of 
technocracy and the bitter- 


sweetness of lonely dreaming — — 


yet Davies manages to treat 
these overly familiar Kinksian 
sentiments with freshness and 
insight, especially on “Sitting in 
the Midday Sun” and “Twen- 
tieth Century Man.” The only 
substantial departure from his 
traditional concerns is Davies’s 
preoccupation with the star 
versus the man on the street, 
with specialness versus ordinar- 
iness — a compelling worry as 
Ray’s own stardom wanes. And 
this sensibility gives us “Face in 
the Crowd,” a teasingly short 


‘(two minutes) composition that 


closes Greatest with a lovely and 
subtle melody supporting 
Davies’s most poignant lyrics on 
the lp. In my view, this tops Cel- 
luloid Heroes, which, for all its 
majesty, reveals campy excesses 
after repeated listenings.

His 
idolatry of Beautiful People goes 
back to his childhood, when he 
used to crash film premieres 
(much ag earlier generations 
sneaked under the Big Top to get 
a closer look at the sideshow per- 
formers). 

But Galella’s deepest source of 
satisfaction is the power his vo- 
cation gives him over his demi- 
gods. He can make them look 
beautiful (as in his photos of 
Jackie, Robert Redford, and es- 
pecially Jacqueline Bisset), ri- 
diculous (Angela Lansbury, 
Charlton Heston, Nelson Rock- 
efeller) or ugly (Helen Gurley 
Brown, Steve McQueen, Judy 
Garland). “Yes, yes,” Galella 
growls, “[The power] is why I do 


it. How dare Sinatra say I need | 


permission — how dare he! Sin- 
atra gives me that stupid smile. I 
don’t need that. I want real emo- 


tion; that’s why I catch them 
where they happen to be, com- 
ing and going, never posed.” 
Galella: makes freaks of the 
celebrities, singling them out 
from the crowd, catching their 
every grotesquerie, exposing 
warts, pimples, solecisms, a reg- 
ular peccadillo circus. He chases 
them through the streets to dis- 
play them in his sideshow, sur- 
rounds them. with hubbub, 
creates a carny atmoshere that 
includes even the paparazzo 
himself dressed in outrageous 
disguises. And here are our 
famed and fortuned at their 
most bizarre: Margaux Hem- 
ingway, a cold, stone-cast gian- 
tess; Monique Van Vooren, her 
eyes swollen and sightless; 
Sophia Loren in several Mar- 
tian poses; Lucille Ball with a 
beak and bug-eyes; Cher, a 
toothy pinhead; Glenda Jack- 
son, a hare-lipped moron. Sev- 
eral very striking studies (of 
David Merrick looking waxy at 


an art show, of Sal Mineo straw- 
hatted in an elevator) seem to 
have leapt from a portfolio by 
Diane Arbus. 

Galella’s chance composi- 
tions hit as often as they miss, 
however, and many of his por- 
traits are penetrating and reso- 
nant, astonishingly so in light of 
his technique. One regrets that 
McGraw-Hill chose to clutter his 
documentary album with such 
fan-magazine chitchat. By com- 
parison, Webb’s Heavily Tat- 
tooed Men and Women is rather 
stark, with uncaptioned, taste- 
fully mounted photographs, an 
emotional prefatory note laud- 
ing the courage of those who 
choose to make of their bodies 
works of mortal art, and even a 
scholarly introduction by Whit- 
ney Museum Curator Marcia 
Tucker. The Great Omi is here in 
all his glory, along with many 
other self-made freaks, most of 
whom bear their battle scenes, 
Bible stories and odes to Mom in 
order either to turn themselves 
into living advertisements for 
their tattoo artists or, like poor 
man’s Lemongellos, to achieve 
sideshow celebrity and an easy 
living. 

In truth, most of the artwork is 
kitsch (and some, like the Frank- 
enstein heads borne by the 
wretched “human scratchpad,” 
quite hideously amateurish). 
The net effect of the raw, primi- 
tive photos, dating back to the. 
invention of the camera, is dis- 
turbing; one senses in these 
maddeningly anonymous freaks 
(many of them quite renowned 
in their time) the same demen- 
tia that oozes through pages of 
Wisconsin Death Trip. Some of 
the photos, however, speak 
poignant volumes — like that of 
the forlorn ‘soul: who bows his 
head to expose a heart and the 
name “Emily” emblazoned upon 
his bald patch, or of the run- 
down tough-guy with a bare- 
breasted Samoan lass winking 
from his chest (this one cap- 
tioned “Dreams”’).

distillation of Shakespeare. 
Blazing like a comet through- 
out the evening, however, was 
the Lady Macbeth of Shirley 
Verrett. This was yet another 
new role in her growing cat- 
alogue of dramatic soprano 
parts, a logical extension of her 
first Norma, sung here with the 
Met tour barely two months ago. 
Vocally, this latest effort with 
Caldwell was the sort of perfor- 
mance that leaves the listener’s 
jaw gaping helplessly in the 
breeze. In terms of sheer beauty 
of tone and mastery of tech- 
nique, nothing more could have 
been asked. There was thrust to 
spare for her ascent up the scale 
in the fiendish Act I cabaletta, 
trills sparkled in her “Drinking 
Song,” and, in the finales, her 


astonishing control unleashed a 
torrent of reserve power that cut 
breathtakingly through orches- 
tra and chorus alike. 


But Lady Macbeth has much 
more to do than slam her way 
around the notes, and in this res- 
pect Verrett still has a ways to 
go. The problem is that Verdi 
wanted his leading lady to look 
“ugly and malignant,” while 
Verrett is super-glamorous; he 
also wanted her to sing with a 
sound that was “rough, hollow, 
and stifled” while Verrett sings 
to perfection. No doubt Verdi 
meant these thoughts to be only 
guideposts into the charac- 
terization, but Verrett didn’t 
seem much interested in them. 
True, she did condescend to in-. 
ject a few throaty rasps into the 
chest register, but by and large 
she was simply content to fling 
out that voice in all its giory. 


No one else really seemed to 
matter when Verrett was in full 
cry, though the principals had 


been solidly cast, right down to 


Elizabeth Phinney’s star-qual- 
ity lady-in-waiting. Ryan Ed- 
wards as Macbeth displayed an 
excessively healthy mid-Amer- 
ican baritone right out of the 
Lawrence Tibbett tradition, 
rock-solid and without a trace of 
dramatic shading. At 6’3” he 
made an unintentionally gawky 
villain, though this was not al- 
together inconsistent with the 
faint-hearted Macbeth of the 
play. Banquo’s part fell to tlie 
veteran Giorgio Tozzi, who sub- 
stituted experience for singing 
and still carried the day. But 
Joey Evans failed to find the 
measure of Matduff, belting out 
his tender aria like a primo ten- 
ore showpiece. 

Nonetheless, everyone went 
home happy and probably eager 
to fill out his or her subscription 
renewals, which with consum- 
mate guile had been placed in 
the program. Caldwell was back 
in orbit, and all was right with 
the world. 


Earlier, in May, Caldwell had 
brought her Opera New Eng- 
land road show production of 
Puccini’s Girl of the Golden 
West to the Orpheum after sev- 
eral try-outs in the hinterlands. 
The tour had been a clever way 
to smooth out the lumps in this 
always difficult opera, and here 
in Boston it was, all told, a fine 
performance. Not that Puccini’s 
score could be accused of great- 
ness — indeed, it marches peril- 
ously close to Menotti — but its 
wonderful orchestration and flir- 
tation with advanced harmonies 
do make it a little special and a 
little different among the Puc- 
cini operas. Its fatal weakness 
has always been the libretto; yet 
over half a century has passed 
since the 1910 premiere, and the 
story is now so charmingly dated 
it may not be long before it is re- 
garded as a vanished kind of 
folklore. (Perhaps Americans 
can then take its Victorian pris- 
siness and impossible sentiment 
more seriously.) At least Cald- 


well’s production took it all 
straight, and all involved hurled 
themselves into the perfor- 
mance with great gusto. Arlene 
Saunders made an especially at- 
tractive Minnie, sailing through 
the role’s high-flying vocal traps 
with astonishing ease. This sal- 
oon keeper was, moreover, sweet- 
er than apple pie. 

No doubt these two successes 
will be fed into the Opera Com- 
pany’s overworked publicity ma- 
chine to make more fireworks for 
the Caldwell bandwagon. Every 
triumph on stage for this crafty 
lady means another headline, 
another feature article, and they 
all pile up to create the sort of 
pressure she needs to build an 
opera house. But did-she spread 
herself too thin this year? What- 
ever, one fact is painfully clear in 
retrospect: when Caldwell hangs 
around home, opera in Boston 
hangs together remarkably well. 
But when she’s off on an adver- 
tising tangent, it can be disas- 
ter.

‘bend, disappear, become some- 
thing else. 

To be just, some items stand 
out. A cynical Feiffer-like view of 
life cycles — courting, loving,

Tesponses, usually unhealthy, to 
them — brilliantly informs the 
well-drawn ‘‘Breath.’’ The 
subtly depicted feminine nar-

(made by a man) make telling if, 
especially in the latter, much too 
lengthy and abstruse feminist 
statements. “Secrets” is like a 
monthly hormonal curve, really:

show rivulets of blood dribbling 
down the forehead!

Early Stieglitz and the spirit of the age

Panopticon Gallery’s exhibit 
of Alfred Stieglitz’s early photo- 
graphs (1890-1910) represents an 
artist who, with his fine regard 
for composition and human na- 
ture, cast aside the limitations 
set by 19th-century “art pho- 
tographers”’ and gave pho- 
tography its own sense of dis- 
covery, A few of his earliest im- 
ages shown here document what 
Stieglitz quickly escaped: idyl- 
lic scenes such as “At Lake 
Como” (1888) and “On the 
Seine” (1894). These are wax- 
like renditions of painterly po- 
ses: women dutifully doing their 
wash on a placid shore, goats laz- 
ily grazing beside a romantic riv- 
er. Noticeably lacking is any evi- 
dence of the camera’s unique 
way of witnessing tiny motions 
too complex or fleeting for a 
painter’s slow and awkward 
brush. 

Stieglitz was idealistic and 
stubborn, a combination that 
quickly led him to opening pho- 
tography’s eye to its infinite 
world. As early as 1887, the spon- 
taneity of “A Good Joke” (un- 
fortunately not included at 
Panopticon) earned Stieglitz his 


‘first bit of recognition. The play- 


fulness of this giggling group of 
scruffy children is characteristic 
of the subtle, shifting spirit 
Stieglitz went on to capture 
again and again. ‘‘Spring”’ 
(1901), which is in the show, 
shares the same innocence and 
momentary richness. A little 
girl, in a white dress and bon- 
net, peers alertly through the 
woods. 


Stieglitz’s impressions, many 
of New York City, become all the 
more poignant since their sub- 
jects, such as a horse and car- 
riage driving down a snow- 
blitzed, unplowed Fifth Ave- 
nue, are outdated. Indeed, all 
that Stieglitz preserved is pre- 
cious: the four-stacker British 
cruise vessel, ““The Mauretan- 
ia’’ (1910), heading into port; the 
marvelously poetic ‘‘Mush- 
rooms By the Sea,” in which a 
mother and infant in matching 
straw hats squat in a tidal pool, a 
visual rendering of Stevenson’s 
“When I went down beside the 
sea . 


Whatever his subject — a dir- | 


igible or harnessed work-horses 
— it was worthless unless im- 
bued with the spirit of the times, 
Stieglitz insisted. “The Steer- 
age” (1907), in which an assor- 
ted lot of passengers are biding 
time on the decks of the S. S. 
Kaiser Wilhelm II, vividly in- 
dicates how Stieglitz’s integra- 
ted patterns evoked more than 
just a scene. In his own words, “I 
saw a picture of shapes and un- 
derlying that the feeling I had 
about life.” These travelers are 
clumped together in a wordless 
bond, certain figures retaining 
their individuality, with a straw 
hat here, a shawl and kerchief 
there, and a mast rising in their 
midst. 

Stieglitz often photographed 
from a distance, proffering re- 
moteness as a romantic ingre- 
dient. “The City of Ambition” 
(1910) is, as its title suggests, an 
almost heroic view of skyscrap- 
ers from across the river. In the 


“Winter — Fifth Avenue” 11892) 


same vein, Stieglitz took a pic- 
ture of New York’s “Flat Iron” 
building in 1903. His father 
asked, “‘How can you be interes- 
ted in that hideous building?” 
He replied, “It is not hideous, 
but the new America. The Flat 
Iron is to the United States what 
the Parthenon was to Greece.” 
On the whole, Stieglitz’s early 


photographs are more rambunc- 
tious and exuberantly romantic 
than his later, deeply introspec- 
tive work, which included stu- 
dies of his second wife, the pain- 
ter Georgia O’Keeffe, and of 
Lake George. The younger Stieg- 
litz revealed more of the outside 
world. He traipsed into New 
York’s farthest corners, fre- 


quenting crosscurrents of activ- 
ity such as railway yards and 
docks. On icy nights he wan- 
dered through lamplit Central 
Park. He ventured out to record 
snowstorms from street corners, 
and unparalleled even today are 
his evocative photographs of 
rainy, tree-lined streets. Uncon- 
fined to the studio, Stieglitz was 
one of the original “street” pho- 
tographers. What’s more, he 
used a hand-held camera, which 
most photographers of his day 
snubbed as insufficient, and his 
snaps, as he called them, were 
more than adequate, as “Winter 
— Fifth Avenue” amply illus- 
trates. Two of the most satisfy- 
ing images in the show are 
“Snapshot — From My Win- 
dow, Berlin” (1907) and “Snap- 
shot — From My Window, New 
York” (1907). 

Stieglitz’s pursuit led him, in- 
evitably, it would seem, to pho- 
tographing clouds, their ever- 
changing shapes and textures. 
He called these later pho- 
tographs “Equivalents”: “The 
true meaning of the Equivalents 
comes through without any ex- 
traneous pictorial factors inter- 
vening between those who look 
at the pictures and the pictures 
themselves.” This same con- 
cept, less articulated, underlies 
Steiglitz’s earlier work as well. 
Stieglitz’s photographs are en- 
trance ways, initially into wet af- 
ternoons, black nights, a wom- 
an’s thoughts or clouds in the 
sky, and finally into the spirit. 
(The show at the Panopticon 
Gallery continues through June 
24.)

California dreamin’ and freaked-out kangaroos

They came out screaming 
happily, jumping like lithe and 
freaked-out kangaroos across the 
loft floor, swinging into “the 
bump” here and fouette turns a 
la seconde there. Meanwhile, be- 
hind them, seven hairy musi- 
cians, playing everything from 
raga to rock to jazz, wailed like a 
bleating soul. Tumbleweed, the 
dance collective from San Fran- 
cisco, had arrived in Boston. Ah, 
California. 

Martha Graham once wrote 
that growing up in California 
makes one believe anything is 
possible. By successfully wed- 
ding all sorts of dance to theater 
and music in their performance 
two Saturdays ago at the Ameri- 
can Dance School, Tumbleweed 
made it easy to see what she 
meant, and to believe her. 


Suya Colorado, for instance, 
one of the dancers, directed 
music by conducting with her 
whole body and thereby, in a 
sense, produced the music by 
moving balletically and a la 
Graham. This was one of the 
junctures of music and dance. 
The fusion of music and theater 
was especially clear when Ri- 
chard Dworkin, who fairly war- 
bled as he spoke nonsense syl- 
lables, told a gibberish story to 
sax and fluglehorn players Jon 
Raskin and Hal Hughes, who 
warbled back on their instru- 
ments. Dance and theater came 
together in the section in which 
Kathy Katz’s spoken words 
served as an impetus, like music, 
to which Colorado and Dworkin 
moved dramatically. Amazing- 
ly, it all seemed quite natural, as 
if the dancers and musicians 
were doing nothing more out of 
the ordinary than breathing. 

So it was hardly surprising 
when the word “breathing” 
came up. This was in the course 
of “Slow Traverse,” i in which the 
company of six female dancers

rambling, run-on program, 
paired off the last two, much to 
Kathy’s dismay. Taunting the 
couple from the audience, Kathy 
wrapped herself like an angry 
monkey around loft poles, utter- 


moved, en masse, diagonally 
from one corner of the stage to 
the other. Stretching their 
bodies in every conceivable way, 
they looked as if they were 
warming up prior to a dance 
class, and their blank, slightly 
fey expressions recalled the plas- 
tic undulations of the chorus 
from Pippin. Then somebody 
said “breathe!”” — dancer lingo, 
indeed. “I’m tired of breathing”’ 


was the facetiously suicidal ans- 
wer; “That’s life” was the flip 
answer to that. The women were 
poking gentle fun at living while 
humorously suggesting a 
dancer’s view of dance and life:

What Tumbleweed wanted 
most to do was to entertain, and 
they did. It was funny and un- 
usual to watch them incorpor- 
ate the loft poles into their pieces 
and fill up the stage as if by 
Brownian motion. (They per- 
form in Golden Gate Park and 
other large outdoor areas when 
they’re at home.) Their amor- 
phousness extended to the 
choreography, which was usually 
intriguing but, in one jazz-style 
solo, too unstructured. Also, 
with her Cosmic Remove, dancer 
Consuelo often looked like a 


snake someone had charmed out 
of its basket. Nevertheless, at 


the end of the piece “Spintex,” 
when one by one the members of 
the company did headstands, 
their legs flopped every which 
way like a crazy tangle of laun- 
dry when the washer is through 
with it, the audience seemed 
pleased. And everyone had a 
laugh at the end when Nora Bur- 
nett, announcing the group’s 
Boston schedule, snapped 
jokingly at the company, “Will 
you stop cueing me! This isn’t a 
performance anymore! This is 
Real Life!” 
It was good fun, indeed.
